Wanted Secretary of Agriculture’s 
Poison Limits for Making “‘ Patent 
Medicine.” 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 22, 1913. 

An interesting story is made public by 
the officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture in regard to’a communication re- 
ceived by the department from a person 
who, it is said. ‘‘wanted to make a patent 
medicine,’’ and in his letter to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture he makes an appeal 
as to how much arsenic and other poisons 
ean be put in a “chill tonic.”’ 

In referring to this communication, the 
department says that while strange let- 
ters are not a rarity in the government 
departments, the Secretary of Agriculture 
recently received a letter which breaks 
all records for inquiry having to do with 
drugs and medicine. ‘This letter, which 
is printed below, omitting the mame and 
address of the writer, gives an insight 
into a certain type of persons who think 
they can use all sorts of drugs and poi- 
sons in making patent medicine. An ex- 
act copy of the letter follows:

It is needless to say the experts of the 
Bureau of Chemistry did mot encourage 
the writer to enter the patent medicine 
field. He was given specific warning as to 
the danger of preparing such substances 
in haphazard fashion, and also given full 
warning as to the Federal law governing 
the matter. 

The Federal authorities, however, have 
no legal power under the food and drugs 
act to prevent these people from making 
this medicine containing sub- 
stances. While there is strict legal regu- 
lation over the practice of medicine and 
the filling of prescriptions, the same legal 
control does not extend to the manufac- 
ture of patent medicine, provided the 
makers of these patent medicines state on 
the label the presence of all substances 
which the law says shall so be noted, and 
do not use a labe] that misbrands the ar- 
ticle or misleads the purchaser as to its 
contents, and do not make any ex essive 
or false claims as to its remedial powers 
the Federal authorities cannot stop the 
sale of the article in interstate commerce 
or otherwise.

Later some of 
the men offered sufficient reasons and 
about half were re-instated. The men 
who fought the fire, which lasted for 
an hour, were paid double for the time 
spent in this work.

Advantages of Free Entry for 


Sodium and Potassium 
Cyanide. 
San Francisco, Aug. 15, 1913. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

The writer has observed some effort 
beiiug made in New York to create pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of the retention of 
a duty on sodium cyanide and potassium 
cyanide, which have been free-listed by 
the Senete in bill H. R. 3321. 

Color is given to the view that there is 
an industry in the United States engaged 
in the manufecture of these materials 
which would be injured if the Senate 
proposals are carried out, but to the best 
of my knowledge there is no such in- 
dustry, and if the figures as to the actual 
cyanide manufactured out of coal-tar 
residues in this country and its percentage 
compared with the amount of cyanide im- 
ported were given, I think the figures 
might prove enlightening. I am given to 
understand that large quantities of cyan- 
ide are imported in concentrated form, 
and by tie addition of common salt and 
other cheap and practically inert but al- 
lied materials, it is let down in strength 
to a commercial strength of 98-100 per 
cent., but this is not manufacture, it is 
raerely ‘doping.’ 

As viewed in the West, the effort to put 
sodium cyanide and potassium cyanide on 
the free list is welcomed for the reason 
that these chemicals are genuine raw 
materials, being used in one case in the 
generation of cyanogen gas for fumigat- 
ing citrus fruit trees, and in the other 
case, for goid recovery in mining. These 
are the two main uses of cyanide, and 
apart from these there is a small con- 
sumption in the arts, as for instance in 
plating work. 

In considering the two main uses as 
above indicated, it must be admitted that 
these industries have genuine need for 
free raw materials. This is already con- 
ceded in the fruit raising industry, as fer- 
tilizing materials of all sorts are admitted 
free, and there is no more reason for 
charging a duty on cyanide of potash 
than there is for charging it on muriate 
of potash, or nitrate of soda, both of 
which are on the free list at present. 

As the citrus fruit raising industry is 
itself facing a reduction in duty on its 
finished products, it can well understand 
the placing on the free list of cyanide. 

In the gold mining industry, the case is 
even stronger for free raw materials. 
Inherently the protection of the gold pro- 
ducer is impossible, as the United States, 
in common with every civilized nation, 
puts mo barrier upon the import of gold. 
Gold has a world value and therefore the 
taxing by our government of any and 
every raw material used in the winning of 
gold from the earth is just that much of 
a handicap upon the gold production of 
the United States. That this handicap is 
a serious matter may be shown by the 
statement that the present tax on sodium 
cyanide equals 4.47¢c. per lb., and a mine 
treating 2,500 to 3,000 tons per month of 
concentrates, and using 2.33 lbs. of this 
material per ton of ore, is paying a tax 
of 10.41c. per ton on each ton of ore treat- 
ed, in addition to all its other taxes (cor- 
poration tax, State franchise tax and 
others), and this in an industry which by 
its very nature cannot be protected. 

Under these circumstances I feel it can 
be demonstrated to the satisfaction of un- 
biased opinion that the action of the 
Senate in free-listing these materials is a 
wise one and worthy of support.

Post Office Department Defines Privi- 
leges of and Restrictions Against 
Use of Mails for Preparations 
Containing Poison. 


With a view of obtaining the construc- 
tion of the Postoffice Department on the 
significance of the term poisons in the 
department's recent amendment of par- 
agraph 4 of section 494 of the postal laws 
and regulations, covering the transmission 
through the mails of medicines and 
anesthetic agents, Secretary Toms of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion addressed an inquiry to the depart- 
ment and received the following in re- 
ply:

Sir.—In answer to your letter of August 15 
requesting to be furnished with a definition of 
the word “‘poisons’’ as used tn the amended 
paragraph 4 of section 494, postal laws and 
regulations, I have to say that under that 
amendment medicines containing small pro- 
portions of poison may be sent in the mails, 
but medicines containing a sufficient quantity 
of poison as to render the compound a poison 
are not mailable. For instance, strychnine, 
although intended for use as a medicine, is not 
admissible to the mails, but the usual com- 
pound of iron and strychnine Is mailable.

The amendment to which the above 
communication related was issued on 
July 29 by the Postmaster General and is 
as follows:— 

Medicines and anesthetic agents, which are 
not outwardly or of their own force dangerous 
or injurious to life, health, or property, and 
not in themselves unmailable (see sections 480 
and 497), may be admitted to the mails for 
transmission in the domestic maile when in- 
closed in packages in conformity with the 
conditions prescribed in section 496; provided 
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that the terms ‘‘medicines’’ and ‘‘anesthetic 
agents’ shall not be construed to mean poi- 
sons; provided further that the article mailed 
bears the label or superscription of the manu- 
facturer thereof, or dealer therein, or of the 
licensed physician, surgeon, dentist or veter- 
inarian preparing or prescribing the same. 


The above regulation is based on sec- 
tion of 217 of the United States Criminal 
Code, which forbids the mailing of all 
kinds of poison and all articles and com- 
positions containing poison. 

The amendment was the result of a 
decision by the United States Court 
of Appeals in St. Louis invalidating an 
indictment charging the sending of poison 
through the mails, upon which officials 
of the Della Chemical Company of St. 
Louis had been convicted in the United 
States District Court. In overruling the 
count the higher court held that the Post- 
master General had acted outside his 
jurisdiction in prohibiting the mailing of 
medicines containing poison except 
through the domestic mails from a manu- 
facturer or dealer to licensed physicians, 
surgeons, pharmacists and dentists and 
limited the authority of the official to 
the issuing of regulations as to the prep- 
aration and packing of poison or com- 
pounds containing poison. Under the re- 
vised regulation there is no reference to 
any class or trade to which the prep- 
aration can be_ mailed, the provision 
operating generally, subject to the pre- 
scribed rules. Further reference to the 
subject will be found on the editorial 
page.

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Chicago Linseed Oil Plant Destroyed 
by Fire. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Aug. 21, 1915. 

The Chicago plamt of the Midland Lin- 
seed Products Company, 1300 West Divi- 
sion street, was completely destroyed by 
fire, which foliowed an explosion in the 
mill carly on August 18. Shortly after 
the beginning of working hours employes 
of the concern were thrown into a panie 
by an explosion in the basement of the 
building. 

An alarm was promptly sounded, but 
the fire gained ground rapidly and in a 
short time the entire structure was en- 
veloped in flames. Several hundred fire- 
men crouched beneath the walls of the 
building endeavoring to gain control of 
the fire narrowly escaped death at va- 
rious times during the progress of the 
blaze. The work of the firemen was re- 
tarded materially by the frequent sharp 
explosions in the burning building, as 
they were forced back some distance by 
fears that at any moment the tottering 
walls would give way and cause the loss 
of many lives. The water poured imto the 
building by the fire fighters seemed to 
have little effect on the flames, and in a 
short time the plant of the A. W. Straight 
Tin Company, which adjoins the mill, 
was soon enveloped in flames. The fire- 
boat Graeme Stewart was called in an 
endeavor to check the blaze. 

A 0,000-gallon tank located in the rear 
of the burning mill caused the firemen 
no little alarm, as it seemed that the fire 
would at any moment spread to the huge 
tank. When it seemed certain that the 
larg? tank would be attacked by the 
flames several companies were kept busy 
to prevent such an occurrence, as the ex- 
plosion of that amount of oil would have 
wrecked the entire neighborhood in which 
the plant was located. 

The Chicago representative of the Mid- 
land Linseed Products Company said:- 
“Although the fire will cause us consider- 
able inconvenience, we have arranged 
with local mills to take care of our trade 
until such time as we are in a position 
to resume operations. There will be no 
delay in deliveries, excepting of special 
oils and varnishes, supplies of which were 
stored here and consumed by the fire. 
For these we will be forced to draw upon 
our Minneapolis mill, and will have to 
ask the indulgence of the trade for tem- 
porary delays. We have no plans for the 
future, except that we will build again 
as soon as plans are completed. Whether 
it will be at thé same site or not it is im- 
possible to say at this time. The mill at 
Chicago was the smallest we had, and 
we are taking care of our trade as though 
the fire had not happened. The origin 
of the fire is as yet unknown. It started 
at 8.3) a. m., and before noon the entire 
plant was practically consumed.” 

The loss to the Midland Linseed Prod- 
ucts Company and the A. W. Straight Tin 
Company was placed at $210,000. The 
building and contents of the Midland Lin- 
seed Products Company was insured for 
$183,250. 
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First Application of Sherley Amend- 
ment to Pure Food and Drugs Act.

An interesting case is brought to the 
public attention by the officials of the 
Department of Agriculture, illustrating 
the application of the Sherley law, which 
was passed a year ago, relating to labels 
on patent medicines, etc. The statement 
of the case as made by the officials is as 
follows:—- 


On June 14 there were seized at Denver, 
Colo., as a result of libel filed by the United 
States District Attorney upori request of the 
Department of Agriculture, eight cases of a 
drug product known as which 
was labeled:—“‘A Specific for Asthma all 
Throat and Lung Diseases, including Bron 
chitis, Bronchial Catarrh, Stubbord Coughs and 
Colds, also Catarrhal Conditions of the Stom- 
ach and Bowels AND TUBERCULOSIS (Con 
sumption) in all its forms THE GREATEST 
RESTORATIVE 3ENT KNOWN.” 

The prosecution was based upon the charge 
that the product was misbranded in making 
claims that it was a specific for consumption 
when, in fact, there was no medical ingre- 
dients known that would cure that disease, 
and, further, that the product contained no 
ingredient capable of producing the 
peutic effects claimed for It

There hus been a noticeable increase in 
the number of offerings to arrive Scat 
tered cutting has been going on in Soutl 
Dakota and also in portions of Southern 
Minnesota amd North Dakota. Some cle 
vators have already taken in a little new 
seed in South Dakota, and they are s 
ing to arrive in terminal markets in a 
limited way. So far, no large lots have 
been offered, but there have been a hum 
ber of single cars and a few 1,400-bushel 
lots , 

Samples received to date of Tew South 
Dakota seed would indicate that so far as 
quality is concerned the seed is the best 
raised in the southern portion of the 
Northwest in many vears Grain men 
say it is fully as good as North Dakota 
seed usually is. Crushing tests are being 
made this week on this seed to ascertain 
its oil content. If it produces as well as 
it looks, the seed should be very accept 
able to crushers. 

Some new Northwestern seed is expect 
ed here within a week at most. Cutting 
has begun earlier than usual, and present 
prices should prove an inducement to 
free marketing before the heavy rush sets 
in, and the consequent slump in values 
that may naturally be looked for then. 
A local seed man, who was in Chicago 
this week, reports free arrivals there of 
new Southwestern seed. 

The insistent demand for oil meal has 
been instrumental in keeping the mills 
here in operation much longer than was 
anticipated a month or six weeks ago 
One of the largest mills here will, prob- 
ably not get around to closing for its 
necessary repairs until about September 
1. Those that are running have heavy 
bookings of meal and are operating as 
strongly as the limited supplies of raw 
material will permit. 

Crushers will hardly hazard a guess as 
to the probable future course of the mar- 
ket. At present it is very sensitive and 
apparently easy to manipulate. Barring 
unfavorable developments in the North- 
western crop, however, one of the promi- 
nent oil manufacturers here says that he 
ean discern nothing in the situation to 








warrant higher prices than now prevail. 
It is surprising really how little is 
known as to who the owners of the seed 
in store are. One concern, which has 
heretofore been credited as being the 
strongest entrenched so far as supplies 
are concerned, has been an active buyer 
during the week, and it was usually its 
ugents who were bidding the maximum 
price. This has inclined some of the 
others to the belief that this particular 
concern has not as much seed and oil in 
store as it is generally credited with. At 
the same time, it was reported that this 
same concern was a seller of seed in 
Duluth a few days ago 

New high levels for the futures were 
established early in the week. With offer 
ings somewhat limited, and with some 
show of strength abroad, speculative buy 
mg at Duluth was brisk and the trades 
reported were the heaviest in some time 
Sellers were cautious and did not show 
their hands until buyers in their eager- 
ness had advanced bids substantially 
Then, usually, offerings became heavy 
and values slumped off again. This was 
repeated day after day, © that ftlhuctua- 
tics were sharp and frequent Kor the 
past two or three days buyers have di 
played more hesitancy and the market 
h issumed an easier tone 

Temporarily, prices on this side of the 
Atlantic are governed by domestic de- 
mand. Seed values are understood to he

The feature in the market for paint 


materials was the advance in the price 
of lead products. With pig lead firm 
at the recent advance, manufacturers 
of lead products took advantage of the 
opportunity to increase the cost of the 
various lead pigments, und prices at 
the close show a sharp gain. The 
strike of the lead miners brought out 
the advance in pig lead. Authorities 
look for an early settlement of labor 
troubles, as most of the miners have 
expressed willingness to return to 
work, both sides making certain con- 
cessions. Linseed oil was not so firm 
in spite of high flaxseed markets. Con- 


sumers would only take hold in a 
small way, as prices were considered 
high, and there is a_ considerable 
amount of resale oil on the market. 
Some interest was noted in futures, 
but not with a view to take on sup- 
plies. China wood oil was quiet and 


featureless. Soya bean oil was firmer, 
but so far as the paint trade was con- 
cerned, trading was at a standstill. 
Chalk was in better request, but of- 
ferings continued liberal at nominal 
prices. Dry colors were moving in a 
seasonable way at former levels. Me- 
tallic paints were quiet. There was a 
moderate call for varnish gums, and 
the market retained a firm undertone. 
A detailed report on linseed oil and 
naval stores will be found on pages 21 
and 24, respectively. Western flaxseed 
and oil markets are on page 12, and a 
prices current is on page 29. Detailed 
reports on items in the paint trade fol- 
lows: 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 
PIG LEAD.—With fully one-fourth 
of the total United States production 


of pig lead cut off owing to the strike 
of the lead miners in the southeastern 
part of Missouri, and shipments from 
Mexico reduced, the market was very 
sirong throughout the past week. The 
advance reported late on August 15 to 
the basis of 4.75c. per pound ruled up 
to the close. The leading selling 
agents would not take on business for 
beyond August delivery at prevailing 
prices. Many of the mines are flooded, 
ard even should an early settlement be 
effected, shipments would still be held 
up for some time. The New York price 
at the close was 4.75c., and in St. Louis 
sales were made at 4.70c. The London 
market was unchanged at £20 7s. 6d. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The market closed at an ad- 
vance of %ec, per pound, following the 
sharp rise in lead prices. Prices in all 
quarters were firm at the revised fig- 
ures. Dry white lead closed the week 
at 5%c. per pound for round lots. Lead 
in oil was influenced by both pig lead 
and linseed oil, and sellers were firm 
on the 74c. basis. The one-half cent 
advance was accomplished by putting 
up the quotation 4c. per pound on two 
oceasions, one late during the previous 
week, and the other on Wednesday. 
Business was reported as good for this 


season of the year, and many of the 
corroders are well sold up. English 
white lead in oil was firmer, but no 


change in prices occurred. Sellers were 
asking 11@11\4c. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—In sympathy with bzesic car- 
bonate of lead, the market was strong, 
closing Ye. per pound higher than a 
week ago. Business at the advance 
was quiet, although a good inquiry was 


in evidence from consumers. A fair 
volume of white lead continued to 
move on old contracts. Closing prices 
ranged from 5'%ec,. to 5%c. per pound, 
the low figure being for round lots.

tion or were recommitted to the Finance 

Committee for further investigation 
During the week the Senate completed 


the uncontested paragraphs in the agri- 
cultural schedule, approved of the greater 
part of the tobacco and cotton 
schedules, agreed to practically all

The solidarity of the Democratic ma-

There is to be a recurrence of the sugar 
controversy at a later time, and this 
question well as some of the closely 
coutroverted matters in the agricultural 
and cotton schedules are to be taken up 
when the bill is reported from the *‘com- 
mittee of the whole,’’ a more or less tic- 
tional arrangement for considering the 
bill in the Senate whereby opportunity 
is presented for the taking of test votes 
a second time when the bill is completed 
for final action Dy the Senate.

a duty at all the present duty should be cut 
practically in two. 

Of course, I have no personal feeling against 
the Standard Oil trust, but I prefer to give 
the advantage, if there is any advantage, to 
the American farmers and distribute it among 
from seven to ten millions of people rather 
than to this great monopoly. It certainly 
will result in a great loss to the Treasury of 
the United States. It will result in a great 
reduction in the revenue we shall receive. It 
will not reduce the price of oil. The farmer, 
when he buys his oil from the Standard Oil 
trust, pays all the way from $1 to $1 a gal- 
lon. Last year he sold his flax, which is an 
expensive crop to produce, at the rate of 







about $1.25 a bushel A bushel of flaxseed will 
make at le three gallons of oil; and then 
the by-prod sold for a very large sum 


of money, made into oil cake, and exported. 

The effort of Senator Gronna’s amend- 
ment would have been to restore the 20 
cents a bushel rate of duty on linseed 
as it was carried in the House bill, the 
rate being reduced by the Senate com- 
mitiee to 15 cents a bushel. The proposi- 
ticn made by Senator Gronna was re- 
jected by a vote of 36 to 22. 

Canary Seed Rate 

An effort made by Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, to strike out the duty on canary 
seed in paragraph 217 of the agricultural 
schedule on the ground that this seed is 
imported and is carried in the free list of 
the existing law, was rejectec by the Sen- 
ate without division, and the rate of duty 
remains at % cent per pound. 

A simiiar effort was made Senator 
Smoct to strike cut the duty on caraway 
seed of 1 cent per pound. Senator Smoot 
said:—

Caraway seed to-day is on the free list in 
paragraph 668 of the present law. There were 
imported in the year 1912 3,616,481 pounds. 





The value of it is nearly cents a pound. The 
imposition of 1% cents per pound is 20 per 
cent. ad valorem on its present valuation. 
Caraway seed has always been on the free 
list, even under the Wilson law. It is used in 
cooking mostly and in the flavoring of food. 
It is used by the common people of the coun- 
try. I cannot see why this duty should be 
placed upon that seed. 


in reply to Senator Smoot and explain- 
ing “he reason for the course adopted by 





the committee, Senator Williams, in 
charge of the agricultural schedule, 
said:— 

There are several of these artclies placed 
upon the dutiable list that hitherto have been 
on the free list. The Senator was wrong in 
saying that caraway seed had always been on 
the free list. It was taxed 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under the Dingley tariff. 

Mr. Smoot That was only a certain class 
of caraway seed, and that went before the 
board of appraisers, and it was afterward de- 
cided that it was wrong 

Mr, Williams The Payne tariff law had a 
part of it at 30 per cent. and a part free. 
The Dingley tariff law had 30 per cent. 

I want to explain why we took this course 
as to these several articles, and then I shall 
ask for a_ vote. Both caraway seed and 
anise seed are taxed here and both have al- 
ways been free Both plainly enter into the 
class of luxuries Neither one of them forms 
any part of a necessity of life. Anise seed 
and caraway seed are put into little cakes and 
things of that sort It is very nice and very 
sweet, but we did not see why the consumers 
of cakes with caraway and anise seed in 
them should not pay revenue to support the 
gxovernment of the United States We thought 
that men could dispense with even caraway 
seed cake and anise seed cake, if they wanted 
to do se, without any great detriment to thelr 
physical condition 

Senator Smoot's amendment was reject- 
ed without division. In the meantime, 
Senator Smoot objected to the rate of 
duty of 2 cents a pound on anise seed, 


stating that a large quantity of anise seed 
is used for the production of oil “that 
goes into the commercial life of the coun- 
try; into the hospitals and into the medi- 
cine chests of the people of the country.” 
This amendment by Senator Smoot was 
reyected by the Senate by a vote of 37 
6.

An extended controversy took place over 
the proposition carried in paragraph 227, 
placing a duty of one-tenth of 1 cent per 
pound on bananas. The Republican Sen-

ators, under the leadership of Senator 
Burton of Ohio, attacked this duty as an 
unfair duty upon a food product that 


could not be supported on the ground of 
an intention to encourage the production 


of bananas in the United States. Senator 
Burton among other things said:— 

It was claimed by every Democratic speaker 
from the stump last autumn that one of the 
missions of the Democratic party, one of the 
reasons why it should be intrusted with power 
was to diminish the price of food; and yet, 
with a multitude of other sources of revenue, 
one of the first things they do is to impose 
this duty, which, as it is computed, amounts 
to about 15.61 per cent., upon an article which 
I think I may say more than any other is the 
food of people of limited means in the United 
States. It seems to me it is an absolute be- 
trayal of platform promises; it is imposing a 


tax upon the people who are subjected to 
the greatest hardship of any of our population 
in obtaining sufficient food for their sus- 


tenance. It sounds very small—one-tenth of 1 
per cent.—but everybody knows that with an 
imposition of the duty not only the amount of 


that duty is added, but there is the vexation 
and expenses of the customs house and the 
change in the course of trade which is created 


by taking an article from the free list and put- 
ting it upon the dutiable list. 

On behalf of the Finance Committee, 
Senator Williams defended the proposed 
duty on bananas by asserting that it is 
a revenue duty solely and intended to 
bring into the Federal treasury approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 a year. 

The paragraph as proposed by the 
nance Committee was approved by 
Senate by a vote of 31 to 28. 

Paragraph 233, relating to extract of 
meat, was approved without division. 
Paragraphs 234 and 235 were recommitted

Smcot attempted to increase the duty pro- 
posed in paragraph 236 on sweetened 
chocolate, cocoa, etc., from 2 cents to 3 
cents a pound. Mr. Smoot said:—‘‘I am 
informed by the cocoa manufacturers of 
the country who make this article that 
with a reduction less than that it is im- 
possible tor their business to live.” 

Senator Smoot’s amendment was rejeci- 
ed without division. 

Urge Heavier Rate on Coffee Sub- 
stitutes. 

A debate ensued over paragraph 238, re- 
lating to dandeiion root and acorns, in- 
cluding ‘articles used as coffee.’’ The 
proposed rate of duty of 3 cents a pound 
w attackea by Senator Norris, of Ne- 
braska, on the ground that coffee sub- 
stitutes shouid be compelled to carry a 
heavier rate of duty. Among other things 
Senator Norris said:— 

It is true, I think, that even if you adopted 
my amendment it would not be, as have 
said, a complete solution of it, but it would 
be a partial solution. This particular para- 
graph is a direct protection to the interna- 
tional coffee trust. It cannot be anything else. 
Everything that will come in competition with 
coffee as long as coffee is on the free list ought 
to be put on the free list, because the only 
beneficiary of anything of that kind wil be the 





international coffee trust. I am satisfied if 
every member would vote as he feels when 
he has considered this question there would 


not be a single vote in the Senate 
the amendment I propose. 

We have imported these substitutes for coffee 
at different times in comparatively large quan- 
tities, although as compared with the amount 
of coffee we consume it is not very large. In 
1910 we imported something over 452,000 
pounds of these substitutes for coffee. The 
tariff was 2% cents a pound under the law as 
it existed then and as it exists now. This 
bill reduces the duty just % cent per pound. 
Last year there was not so great an importa- 
tion. It is estimated in the handbook here 
that under this rate per pound the equivalent 
ad valorem duty would be 16.67 per cent. 

I am not offering this amendment, I should 
like to say to Democrats on the other side, 
on any theory of protection; I am not offering 
it on any theory of free trade; I am simply 
offering it to partially bring into competition, 
if we can, and this will bring some competi- 
tion, the great international trust, organ- 
ized in a foreign country, and that has during 
the last four or five years taken from the 
nmon people of the United States at least 
$75,000,000 in the increased price of coffee 

If there is any reason for this tariff, if there 
is any reason why this amendment should not 
be adopted and that which comes in compe-

tition with the product of that great trust, I 
would be very glad to have some one suggest 
it. I would be glad to yield for any question 


connected with the subject. 


I do not believe it is necessary now for me 
to go over the question of the internatiorial 
coffee trust and the Brazilian valorization 
scheme. I think in a general way that is well 
understood by all the members of the Senate, 
and it will be the only beneficiary of this 
particular legislation. 

This debate was continued with refer- 


ence to the subject of the use of chicory 
as a substitute for coffee, and as a result 
of the discussion Senator Williams, on 
behalf of the committee, asked that this 
paragraph be recommitted in order that 
the committee might give further inves- 
tigation to it. Similar action was taken 
with respect to paragraph 240, covering 
ground spices, ete. 

In connection with this discussion of the 
different items in the agricultural sched- 
ule, a statement was made by Senator 
Gronna of North Dakota that as a result 
of the changes in duties and transferring 
te the free list of articles in the agricul- 
tural schedule that the United States 
Government will lose approximately $ 
000,000 in revenue under the bill as it is 
proposed by the Finance Committee. 

The greater part of the time of the 
Senate on Monday and Tuesday of this 
week was given to the consideration of 
the sugar schedule. This schedule was 
one of the most hotly contested features 
of the tariff bill since it was reported to 
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ihe Senate. The reason for this was the 
vigorous efforts made by the Republican 
minerity to prevent the adoption of free 
sugar in the tariff or even the reduction 
to the low rate for the next three years. 
as is provided for in the bill, namely, 1 
cent per pound on sugar. 


Test Votes on Sugar Schedule Sup- 
port Free Provision. 
Test votes taken on the sugar schedule 


showed a Democratic majority of five 
votes, with .the two Louisiana Senators 
voting with the Republicans. This condi- 
tion, however, resulted from the fact 
that four Republican Senators were ab- 
sent and unpaired. Had these Senators 


been present and voted the close vote of 
thirty-nine to thirty-eight would have 
been recorded. This vote, however, will 
sustain the free sugar provision in the 
schedule as reported by the Finance 
Committee. An effort made to strike out 
the application of free sugar to maple, 
glucose, ete., was defeated by the close 
vote of thirty-seven to thirty-five 


Notice was given that a renewal of the 
contest upon the sugar schedule will oc- 
cur when the bill is taken up finally in 
the Senate after being reported from the 
committee of the whole that is engaged 
in pertecting the measure. Specific votes 
will be asked on the provision of the bill 
relating to free sugar, and also intended 
to strike out maple sugar and glucose, 
ana also on that provision which places 


sugar on the free list absolutely at the 
end of three years. 

Proceeding from the consideration of 
the sugar schedule late on Tuesday, the 


Senate hurriedly passed through Schedule 
H, relating to spirits, wines and other 
beverages. A very important amendment 
in this schedule relating to the fortifica- 
tion of sweet wines, the new paragraph 
254%, as the bill was reported to the 
Senate, was passed over for further con- 


sideration, the Finance Committee being 
at the present time engaged in hearing 
the testimony of the California sweet 
wine producers who are protesting against 
i alata as it is now proposed in 
the bill. 


Mineral Waters and Containers. 

The principal discussion of the para- 
graphs in Schedule H turned on para- 
graph 254, which covers the rates on min- 
eral waters and the subject of containers 
of such waters. Other paragraphs in 
Schedule H, excepting the one passed 
over for further consideration by the 
committee, were agreed to without op- 
position. This applies also to paragraph 
23, covering ginger ale, ginger beer, their 
containers, etc. As a result of objections 
to the terms of paragraph 254 the Finance 
Committee, through Senator Hughes, of 
New Jersey, a member of the Democratic 
majority of the committee, consented to 


an amendment intended to simplify this 
paragraph. Paragraph 254 reads as fol- 


lows in the bill as reported. 


254. All mineral waters and all imitations 
of natural mineral waters, and all artificial 
mineral waters not specially provided for in 


this section, in plain green or colored, molded 
or pressed, glass bottles, or in jugs, contain- 
ing not more than one-half pint, 10 cents per 
dozen; if containing more than one-half pint 
and not more than one pint, 15 cents per 
dozen; if containing more than one pint and 
not more than one quart, 20 cents per dozen; 
but no separate or additional duty shall be 
levied on the bottles or jugs. If imported in 
bottles or jugs containing more than one quart, 
18 cents per gallon; if imported otherwise than 
in bottles or jugs, 8 cents per gallon; and in 
addition thereto duty shall be collected on the 
bottles or other containers at the rates that 
would be charged thereon if imported empty 
or separately. 

In commenting upon this paragraph 
Senator Clark, of Wyoming, among other 


things, said:— 
I wish to call the attention of the Senator 


in charge of this schedule of the bill to what 
appears to me to be a fact, that this amend- 
ment as prepared admits duty free all min- 
eral waters in quart bottles or less unless they 
are in colored bottles. I do not suppose that 
was the intention of the committee. The error 
seems to have been made in an attempt to con- 
solidate the law of 1909 and the House bill. 
I think there should be some sort of change 
there, because we have something like $400,000 
revenue under that paragraph, and it might 
be very greatly in danger as it now reads. 

I submit that to the Senator in charge of this 


part of the bill. 
Mr. Hughes: I will call the Senator’s at- 
tention to the fact that this language was 


copied from another paragraph in the bill that 
Seems to include all possible containers. 

Mr. Clark: No; not at all. It does not in- 
clude plain glass containers. If the Senator 
will look at the law of 1909 he will find that 
the first part of the paragraph refers to min- 
eral waters imported in colored containers, and 
the last part of the paragraph refers to min- 


eral waters imported in other containers than 
colored ones. 

Mr. Brandegee: Mr. President, it occurred 
to me that possibly in line 16 a comma had 
been omitted after the word “plain.’”’ I do 
not know. 

Mr. Clark: No, Running all through the 
laws as we have had them heretofore the 
colored bottles are referred to as plain green 


colored bottles; and then the last half of 
» section in the laws heretofore has covered 
bottles other than plain green or colored. Of 
course, it might be remedied, as the Senator 
from Connecticut has suggested, by inserting 
a comma after the word ‘‘plain.’’ 

Mr. Hughes: The same language appears in 
the ginger ale paragraph. 

Mr. Clark: Of course, I am not particularly 
interested in this matter. My suggestion is 
only for the purpose of harmonizing the bill 
and to preserve the duty, if it is intended to 
be preserved. I have no question at all in 
my Own mind that under this section all 
mineral water imported in quart receptacles 
or less than quarts, unless the bottles were 
colored green or some other color, would come 
in absolutely free. I have assumed that that 
was not the purpose of the paragraph. I 
think it is worthy of the consideration of the 
committee before they finally pass on it. 

Couiplying with the suggestions and 
speaking on behalf of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Senator Jlughes submitted an 
aimenament, which was agreed to, which 
struck out the words, “plain green or 
colored, molded and pressed,” on line 16 
or page 69 of the bill. The object of this 
amendment was said to be to meet the 
criticism of Senator Clark that if these 
words were carried in the proposed law 
mineral waters imported in plain or uncol- 
ored glass containers would mot be subject 
to duty. .

Schedule J, relating to 
flax, hemp and jute, was also approved 
in accordance with the Finance Commit- 
tee plans, although one or two para- 
graphs in that schedule are deferred to a 
future time. This action brought the 
Senate to the consideration of the woolen 
schedule. It is probable that wool and 
paper will occupy the attention of the 
Senate for the next few days. 
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American Pharmaceutical Meeting. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 22, 1913. 

While the attendance at the sixty-first 
annual meeting of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, held here this week, 
was good, it was not exceptionally large. 
Much solid work was done at the meet- 
ing, but nothing of a pyrotechnic nature 
occurred. C. 8S. Martin, vice-president of 
the Spurlock-Neal company, greeted the 
visitors on behalf of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, of which he 
is an ex-president. Narcotic laws were 
discussed at some length, 

Prof. William B. Day, of Chicago, in 
his presidential address, referring to 
patent medicines, said:— 

“These proprietaries are secret in com- 
position, and secrecy in formula is ac- 
complished by extravagant exploitation. 
In some cases the patient is injured by 
the formation of drug habits, in others by 
the excessive or ill-advised use of power- 
ful drugs, or if no other ill effects are 
experienced there often is a waste of 
valuable time devoted to ‘trying out’ a 
much vaunted cure, during which the op- 
portunity for successfully combating the 
disease is lost. From a _ purely seltish 
viewpoint, the druggist is little beneited 
by the sale of these proprietaries, for 
they are the favorite excuse for price- 
cutting and have done much to demoralize 
the drug business financially. At this 
time we should do no less than emphati- 
cally restate our steadfast opposition to 
nostrums of all descriptions.’

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Modification of Drawback Regulations 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, Aug. 22, 1913. 

The rapid increase in the drawback 
business has brought about conditions 
which the Treasury Department officials 
say requires some modification of the reyv- 
ulations governing the payment of draw 
back or exported commodities that have 
been manufactured from imported ma- 
terials. The department officials claim 
that the increase in the business and the 
very many instances in which applica- 
tions tor drawback are made without any 
settled purpose on the part of the manu- 
facturer te import material or export fin- 
ished products produces a vast amount of 
investigation and kindred labors of con- 
siderable expense to the government 
without any benefits either to the gov- 
ernment or to the exporting 
facturer. 

In consideration of these difficulties the 
department has modified Article 3 of the 
customs regulations relating to drawback 
sO as to require a showing that some def- 
inite purpose exists in the mind of the 
manufacturer applying for drawback and 
that some business is to result therefrom 
fhe modified parts of the regulation ¢com- 


manu-

prise the insertion in the regulation, after 
a requirement in the provision of the reg- 
ulation as to show the value of the ar- 
ticle, wastage, duty paid on material, 
ete., the following words: 

The interest of the applicant in the estab- 
lishment of the rate, whether as manufac- 
turer or otherwise, whether exportations of 
the article om which drawback is sought have 
previously been made, the approximate date 
on which it is intended that future exporta- 
tions will be made and the probable volume 
of such exportations. 

This is the only change made in the 
regulations, and the provision is retained 
following these words covering require- 
ments of established rate for the payment 
of drawback before any such payment of 
diawback shall be made.

ers make much money in the sealing 
industry, Canadians have never gone 
into it. Mr. Swerve for some time has 
been operating at Seven Islands in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and as a re- 
sult of his conferences with the ma- 
rine department a sealing industry 
will be set up by him. The seals are 
found in large numbers in the gulf 
and are taken by the Newfoundland- 
ers. 


A company has been formed. to 
operate the Albert oil shales in New 
Brunswick. The company is com- 
posed of J. W. Hennessy, of Fort 
Coulonge, Quebec; A. W. Fraser and 
H. D. McCormick, L, Simpson, W. S. 
Calvert and G. L. Orme and E. j 
bold, of Ottawa, incorporated as the 
Oil Shales Company of Canada, 
Limited. The company has a capital 
of $5,000,000 and Ottawa is the chief 
place of business. The Canadian com- 
pany is closely identified with prom- 
inent English capitalists. The open- 
ing of the works is planned for this 
fall, and work will be carried on sim- 
ultaneously with the Mackenzie and 
Mann development of their areas, in 
Albert county. 


As a considerable quantity of flax 
Will be harvested in Canada this year, 
the attention of firms interested may 
be drawn to the market in Leeds, 
England, for flax fiber. Spinners ther 
have followed with close attention thx 
development of the growth of the flax 
plant in Western Canada, and are de- 
sirous of receiving shipments of the 
fiber if it can be obtained on com- 
petitive terms with supplies from 
other sources. Some three years ago 
a few small trial shipments of un- 
retted flax fiber were sent from Can- 
ada.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Under 
trengthening advices from the pri- 

mary market at Savannah, there has 
been a decidedly firmer tone to the 
local ingiitution. Trading has also 
showed moderate expansion although 
i s generally admitted that individu- 
al transactions are simall and confine 
to actual wants. In the South, opera- 
tions have been on a more extensive 
scale, the demand being augmented by 
European consumers. Receipts are 


passing off more readily and while 
there is plenty of stock to meet cur- 
rent inquiries, there is less congestion 
surrounding the outlet. Tae formation 
of new distributing companies has in- 
creased confidence in the market and 
many wWwell-posted authorities are of 
the opinion that ample financial as- 
sistance is in reserve to insure the suc- 
cessful distribution of the output. Ef- 
forts to restrict production have added 
to the bullish feeling and underlying 
sentiment at the close was of more 
cneeitul character than noted in many 
wecks. The local pr.ce range extended 
from 39%c. to 42¢., the Close being at 
the high figure and representing a net 
gain of 2%c. a gallon for the week.

done abroad, American soap manufac- 
turers taking hold. Sales reported in 
the New York trade were for small 
lots on the basis of 7%c. per pound for 
Lagos. Futures were held on a parity 
with the spot quotation. Prime red oil 
closed unchanged at 7%4c. per pound 
spot and nearby delivery. Futures 
closed at 7%c. per pound. 

Under date of August 7 Liverpool 
writes :— . 

The tendency still remains in favor of sellers, 
though in a somewhat less marked degree 
than in the preceding three or four weeks, 
which is perhaps hardly to be wondered at, 
apart from the fact that the past holidays 
have also interfered with the demand, which, 
nevertheless, was fully up to the average. The 
total sales amount to about 1,200 tons, mostly 
Soft River oils, at full prices to 5s, per ton 
advance for spot and near oil, while Septem- 
ber-October commands generally a premium 
of 5s., and October-November one of 10s. per 
ton. The arrivals during the week were only 
1,702 casks; the visible supply is returned with 
10,500 casks. Notwithstanding same, the offer- 
ings both from importers as well as the second- 
hand are only moderate ones. 


PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
for palm kernel oil was a shade easier 
abroad, which in turn eased off prices 
a shade here. Offerings of futures 
were larger, and business taken as a 
whole was very quiet at prevailing 
quotations. On the spot some lots 
were available at 10%c. per pound, al- 
though the average price was nearer

RAPESEED OIL.—Firm foreign mar- 
kets caused dealers to strengthen their 
views in the local trade, but no actual 
price changes occurred. There was a 
fair demand for rapeseed oil, especially 
the refined. The seed market was not 
so firm, but prices at the close were 
comparatively high for this season of 
the year. In several instances dealers 
were asking 68c. per gallon for English 
refined, but up to the close 67c. could 
still be done. Blown rape oil held at 
72@73c. per gallon. French refined was 
dull and featureless, with the price 
nominal, 


SOYA BEAN OIL.—A fair degree of 
strength was in evidence for soya bean 
oil, due chiefly to the higher market for 
various competing articles. The short- 
age in the spot supply also helped to 
sustain values. The demand was dull 
in all quarters. Unless linseed oil 
should sell at a high figure during the 
coming season, the only outlet for this 
stock seems to be the soap kettle, ac- 
cording to trade authorities. Some 
very small lots sold during the interval 
at 6%c. per pound. Futures were avafl- 
able around 64@6%c. per pound in 
cooperage.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—Discouraging news from 
the Newfoundland fishing banks im- 
parted a firm tone to the market for 
cod. Spot prices closed unchanged, but 
leading interests were asking higher 
quotations on futures. Actual business 
reported was for routine lots, as con- 
sumption at this season of the year is 
low. Newfoundland oil in New York 
sold for 40c. per gallon, while domestic 
closed nominal at 38c. Futures were 
attracting more attention as a heavy 
shortage in this season’s catch seems 
certain. Prime Newfoundland oil for 
November-December delivery sold on 
the basis of 34c, per gallon (in bond) 
equal to 42c. duty paid f. 0. b. New 
York. 

DEGRAS.—There were no new de- 
velopments in the market for degras. 
Trading was reported as quiet, but 
moderate offerings held prices fairly 
steady on all grades. English degras 
closed the week at 3%,@3%c. per pound. 
The German was quoted at 3%c., with 
American at 3c., and neutral at 5@5\c. 
per pound. 


LARD OIL.—The past week brought 
out no changes in the local market for 
lard oil. Lard ruled firm, and with 
stocks of lard oil still light sellers held 
out for full prices in spite of a quiet 
market. Inquiry from abroad was dull, 
Buyers here continued the hand-to- 
mouth policy in regard to purchases, as 
prices for oil were considered very 
high. Prime oil sold at 95c. in a job- 
bing way, although first hands were 
still asking this figure and more in 
several instances. Closing prices in 
the various grades follow:—Prime, 95 
@97c.; off prime, 65@68c.; extra No, 1, 
58@59c.; No. 1, 54@55c.; No. 2, 52@53c. 
per gallon. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Aug. 22, 1913. 

Conditions governing the trade in lard oil 
were unchanged at Chicago during the week, 
and no material increase or decrease in the 
volume of business was noted. Prices were 
also left at unchanged levels from those ruling 
of late. Quotations:—Pure lard oil, Sic. a gal- 
lon; extra, 70c.; extra No. 1, @#c.; No, 1, 
S5c.; No. 2, 54c. 

MENHADEN OIL.—There was a gen- 
eral strengthening of prices in the mar- 
ket for menhaden oil, as no improve- 
ment was noted in the fishing. Reports 
from all quarters indicate a heavy 
falling off in the production of oil com- 
pared with recent years, and dealers 
who have some stock on hand were 
asking higher prices. Crude Northern 
oil was wholly nominal at 30c. per gal- 
lon. Crude Southern oil was held at 
80c. f. o. b. factory, with buyers at 
28@28%c. per gallon. Consumers still 
hold out hope that the fall catch will 
prove successful. Trading was re- 
stricted owing to the high position of 
the market. Refined grades were firm 
in sympathy with the crude, and clos- 
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ing quotations were advanced from 1 
to 2c, per gallon. Brown and light 
struined closed at 32@34c. per gallon, 
with yellow bleached at 35@37c., and 
white bleached winter oil at 37@39c. 
per gallon, 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Only a routine 
jobbing demand was in evidence for 
neatsfoot oil, but with raw materials 
firm, prices on all grades were well 
maintained. Closing quotations fol- 
low :—20-degree cold test, 98@$1; 30-de- 
gree cold test, 88@90c.; 40-degree cold 
test, 82@84c.; prime, 64@65c.; dark, 58@ 
60c. per gallon, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Aug. 22, 1913. 

The strength displayed by all oils during the 
week proved the bringing about of a firmer 
feeling in the market for neatsfoot oil at Chi- 
cago, but the influence from this source was 
not sufficient to cause any price advance. 
Business was of a moderate character and all 
sales were effected at the levels prevailing for 
several weeks. Stocks now held at this point 
are of moderate proportions, but there is 
enough inquiry coming forward from day to 
day to prevent any piling up of supplies. Quo- 
tations:—Pure, 30 degrees cold test neatsfoot 
oil, 90c. a gallon; extra, 60c.; No. 1, Ste. 
Fair requests were made for tallow oils, and 
the business consummated was at late ruling 
levels, 60c. a gallon for pure tallow oil and 
62c. a gallon for the acidless. 

RED OIL.—A limited jobbing busi- 
hess was reported for red oil, and the 
situation remains practically un- 
changed. Prices were steady on mode- 
rate offerings from first hands. In 
some instances dealers were asking the 
high figure in the range quoted even 
on round lots. Elaine closed at 54%@ 
6e., with the saponified at 6%@7c, per 
pound. 

STEARIC ACID.—The market was 
quiet and featureless. Prices were un- 
changed, and the tone was barely 
steady at the close of the week. No. 1 
acid held around 10%c, per pound, with 
No. 2 offered at 9c. Special grades 
were bringing up to 12c. per pound. 


SEAL OIL.—There were no new de- 
velopments in the market for seal oil 
during the past week. Prices were 
steady, first hands holding out for 50@ 
52c. per gallon, with jobbing quanti- 
ties moving at prices ranging from 
53e. to 56c. per gallon, as to quantity. 


SoD OIL.—Routine sales went, 
through at unchanged prices. Dealers 
were asking from 38c. to 40c. per gal- 
lon for sod oil, as to quantity and 
quality. 


SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—The 
sale of 550 barrels of crude sperm oil 
was reported at New Bedford at pri- 
vate terms. The schooner John R. 
Manta arrived from a voyage on the 
Atlantic with a cargo of 200 barrels 
of sperm oil, which puts up the stocks 
on hand to 3,150 barrels. The market 
was fairly steady at the close. Re 
fined grades of sperm oil were meet- 
ing with a routine demand in the job- 
bing trade, and with competing oils 
high, prices were well maintained. 
Bleached winter closed unchanged at 
70@72c. per gallon, as to cold test. Na- 
tural winter held at 67@69c. per gallon. 
Whale oil was quiet and featureless 
at former quotations. Whalebone at 
New Bedford was quiet and unchanged. 
Stocks of whalebone remain at 47,000 
pounds. 

TALLOW OIL.—Tallow closed the 
week a shade higher, but this had no 
apparent effect on the oil market. 
Business in oil was quiet, but not un- 
seasonably so. Manufacturers con- 
tinued to quote 63@64c. for the acidless, 
with prime stock held at 61@62c.

Loggerhead Sponge as Fertilizer. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 22, 1913. 

The officials in the Bureau of Informa- 
tion in the Department of Agriculture 
have given out a statement to the effect 
that the department, through its Bureau 
of Soils, has recently completed the 
analyses of Loggerhead sponge which 
grows abundantly in the waters of South- 
ern Florida, to determine its value as a 
fertilizer. This sponge, according to 
Thomas E, Reedy, of Key West, grows 
in countless thousands and to an enor- 
mous size in shallow water where it is 
easy to procure. Mr. Reedy also states 
that the farmers of the Florida keys use 
the Loggerhead sponge with wonderful 
results and hardly ever use chemical fer- 
tilizers. Dr. H. F. Moore, of the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries, cites the use 
of this sponge by citrus fruit growers 
of the Florida mainland, and states that 
fie has seen this sponge growing in such 
quantities that he has long thought it 
should be exploited. 

A specialist of the department recently 
made analyses of samples from Key West 
which verified the value of this sponge 
as a fertilizer. The amalyses show that 
the approximate results on air dry mate- 
rial show 4 per cent. of nitrogen, % of 1 
per cent, each of potash and phosphoric 
acid, 5 per cent. of lime and 4 per 
cent. of organic matter. The specialists 
say that it is evident from the composi- 
tion of this material and its demonstratea 
efficiency as a fertilizer that it has con- 
siderable value to farmers and fruit grow- 
ers who have easy access to it in the 
shallows of the sea. The department is 
conducting further investigations to de- 
termine the feasibility of extending the 
use of this sponge as a fertilizer.

The protest of Gallagher & Ascher re-

The total value of all products of the 550 
establishments amounted to $103,960,213, of 
which $92,369,681 was the value of fertil- 
izers proper, the amount of which was 
5,240,164 tons. The sum of $11,882,815 was 
paid out for services, of which $7,477,179 
was for wages. 

In 1859 47 establishments were reported 
as making fertilizers, with 308 wage earn- 


ers and products valued at $891,344. The 
growth of the industry from census to 
census has been continuous, and for the 


most part rapid, the value of products re- 
perted for 1909 being Nearly eighteen 
times as great as that for 1869. Between 
1899 and 1999 the value of products in- 
creased 132.8 per cent., the number of 
wage earners 68.1 per cent., and the 
amount paid in wages 78.7 per cent. The 
growth of the industry was greater dur- 
ing this decade than in any other decade 
except that from 1869 to 1879. 

Although reported from 24 States, the 
inaustry is largely concentrated in the 
Scuthern States, the States of the South 
Atlantic division alone reporting more 






than half of the total value of products, 
in 1999. In this connection it may be 
noted that, according to the census of 
agriculture, much the larger part of the 
expenditure of farmers for fertilizers is 
in the South. In 1909 the farmers of the 


t'nited States reported the expenditure of 


$114,882,541 for fertilizers, of which $75,- 
752,296, or 6.9 per cent., Was spent by the 








farmers of the South. The farmers of 
the South Atlantic division alone spent 
$59,625,120, or more than half of the total 


Most of the expenditure for fertilizers out- 


side of the South was reported from the 
three northeastern divisions of the coun- 
try—the New England, Middle Atlantic 
and East North Cemtral divisions. 


As judged by the amount expended for 


them, ammoniates, animal and vegetable, 
were the most important materials, fol- 
lowed by phosphate rock, potash salts, 
superphosphates, nitrate of soda, ammo- 
nium sulphates, sulphuric acid, fish, 
pyrites and kainit in the order named.

A review of operations for 
im the Fastern fields notes a material 
gain in completions, but an insignifi- 
cent increase in new production. For 
the current summary are shown 272 
completions, 3,975 barrels of new daily 
production and 89 dry holes, as against 
247 completions, 3,965 barrels of new 
production and 78 dry holes previous- 
ly. The Southeastern Ohio field was 
the only one to show a decreased num- 
ber of new wells during the week, but 
declines in new production were dis- 
tributed among the Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky and Lima fields. In West 
Virgina field work has been handi- 
capped to a large extent by continued 
drought, and no wells of particular in- 
terest have been reported for the week. 
The best results are still credited to 
Kanawha county. Shooting the old 
wells in the Blue Creek field of the 
county is still being resorted to with 
encouraging results, but the forced 
production is only temporary. Consid- 
erable new work is reported in prog- 
ress in Monongalia county, as some of 
the late tests there have indicated 
promising results. New stimulus to in- 
terest in the deep sand territory of 
Southeastern Ohio has been reported

by a good strike in the Arnold pool of 
Hocking county. The well found its 
pay in the Clinton sand and was 
credited with 125 barrels the first 


eighteen hours after it had been shot.

ing favorably, although some difficulty 
is still encountered on account of the 
scarcity of water. One of the districts 
to attract keenest interest is the 
prospective field in the eastern part of 
Allison township, Lawrence county, 
following the drilling of a couple of 


good deep sand wells 


The most noteworthy development 
in’ Kentucky during the week has, 
been the strike of what is regarded as 
the best well yet drilled in the Can- 
nel City pool of Morgan county. It 
was credited with yielding from 500 
to 600 barrels a day. The sand was 
reached at an average depth 1,300 feet 
and is located about half a mile from 
any other venture. This strike is cal- 
culated to result in a further widen- 
ing in the area of development in 
Morgan and neighboring counties. In 
the lower fields of the State needed 
rains have fallen, resulting in a _ re- 
sumption of drilling activity. Wild- 
cat counties are said to be attracting 
more attention, as indicated by many 
new iocations for test work. In 
Lawrence county the wells continue 
small, averaging about 5 barrels. 

Of interest in the week's review of 
the mid-continent field, in addition to 
the advance in the crude market which 
has already been noted, are the statis- 
tics of production. Our correspondent 
places the daily output as 184,000 bar- 
rels and on the figures giving total 
runs of all the pipe lines so far this 
year the 1913 output is estimated at 
about 65,000,000 barrels, 12,000,000 bar- 
rels over the previous record and 
marking a high record in the history 
of the field. The production during the 
last half of this year it is believed to 
be fully as large, if not larger, than 
that of the earlier part. Much sig- 
nificance is being attached to the re- 
sults of the Cushing pool. Last week's 
runs from that pool are given as 
slightly over 24,000 barrels. An inter- 
esting feature of this development is 


the high grade of the oil, surpassing 
any other product of the mid-conti- 
nent field. According to our corres- 
pondent, it runs from 25 to 38 per cent. 
gasoline, or nearly double the average 
of the general field, and it is said to 
be well over the yield from Pennsyl- 
vania crude, which runs from 14 to 20 
per cent. gasoline.

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Lima, Ohio, Aug. 20, 1913. 

A review of the work in the Lima petroleum 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for 
the week shows but a slight change from the 
former week's work. Just now there is an 
excitement in Sullivan county, in the western 
portion of Indiana and close to the Illinois 
field, where a couple of wells above the 150- 
barrel mark have been drilled. These wells 
are located in shallow territory, the oil being 
found between 600 and 700 feet from the sur- 
face, and the cost of operating is but trifling 
when compared with the work in the deep sand 
country. Outside of the two good producing 
wells a couple of dry holes have been found 
that make the field look as if it would cover 
a small area of territory.

Texas Company’s Extensions in 
Mexican Oil Fields. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Houston, Tex., Aug, 18, 1915. 

It is announced that the Texas Company, 
which recently purchased the holdings of the 
louisiana Oil Company for a consideration of 
$100,000, will extend the pipe line system of 
the acquired concern. It will also develop on 
an extensive scale the oil lands which were 
embraced in the transaction. The Texas Com- 
pany is very active just now in extending its 
producing and marketing operations. Besides 
the oil development, which it is carrying on 
in nearly all of the proved districts of Texas 
and Oklahoma, it has enlarged its holdings in 
several of the Mexico fields around Tampico, 
and within the next year or so it will have 
become one of the largest operators in that 
country, according to predictions made by men 
who are in touch with its business affairs. In 
this connection it is reported that the Texas 
Company has adopted plans for the erection of 
two additional refineries. One of these will 
be in Texas and the other in Mexico, with 
Tampico as the probable site of the latter 
plant. The Mexico refinery will be devoted 
chiefly to manufacturing oil and asphalt for 
foreign account, it is stated. 

Practically all of the Texas and Oklahoma 
oil producing concerns are now interested in 
the Mexico fields, and if peace is restored in 
that country an era of wonderful oil develop- 
ment will be inaugurated there That it is 
to be the principal source of the crude oil 
supply of the United States for many years 
to come is conceded by all men who have in- 
vestigated the situation carefully. While the 
oil production of the Mexico fields is being 
constantly augmented and the transportation 
facilities enlarged despite the political dis- 
turbances in the republic, the activities along 
these lines would be much er {i the 
country was tranquil, it is claimed While it 
is admittedly true that two leading oil con- 

















cerns—the Waters-Pierce Oil Company and 
the Mexican Eagle Petroleum Company, the 
latter being headed by Lord Cowdray, of 


London, Ingland—are still engaged in a re- 
lentless commercial warfare for the control 
of the refined oil trade of Mexico and for ex- 
ceptional favors at the hands of the govern 
ment of that country, there are many inde- 
pendent producers in the Tampico region who 
ire not particularly interested in this fight 
These independents, however, would like to 
know what the attitude of the government is 
going to be toward the oil industry, particu- 
larly with reference to taxation and other 
possible burdens and restrictions 

One of the most important improvements 
that will be inaugurated when the stability 
of the government of Mexico is re-established 
is the construction of an oil pipe line from 
the Tampico fields to the City of Mexico by 
the Mexican Petroleum Company. The 
sion for this pipe line was obtained t 
company about five years ago, but the con 
struction work has been unavoidably delayed 
The proposed line will be about six hundred 
miles long.

Drilling in New Brunswick, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Moncton, N, B., Aug. 21, 1913. 

The extensive drilling now being carried on 
by Maritime Oilfields, Limited, in Albert coun- 
ty adjacent territory, has led to the 
striking important gas well in the old 
field. 

The new well is No, 35. Its location is 1,000 
feet north of a point directly midway between 
wells 16 and 19. Both the latter are good 
producing gas wells. The yield of No. 365 is 
estimated at pretty close to 4,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas per day.

Drilling is also being commenced in the 
vicinity of Sussex, a considerable distance from 
the original Stoney Creek field.

Philadelphia, Aug. 21, 1913. 

Experts cf petroleum in bulk from this 
port during the past week continued to 
snow a falling off as compared with the 
business of the year 1912, the total for 
the week being but 5,811,028 gallons. This 
brings the total for the year thus far up 
to 161,768,065 gallons, while during the 
same period in 1912 the total bulk exports 
of petroleum were 174,026,288 gallons, 

The week’s exports comprised the car- 
goes of four tank steamships. They were 
the Dutch steamship La Campine, for 
Antwerp, with 728,119 gallons of refined 
petroleum and 362,602 gallons of naphtha, 
valued at $87,162.94; Dutch steamship La 
Klandre, for Antwerp, with 877,691 gallons 
of refined petroleum, valued at $43,884.55; 
German steamer Purelight, for Dover for 
orders, with 2,113,545 gallons of refined 
petroleum and 380 barrels of wax, valued 
in all at $106,839.88; British steamer Saxo- 
leine, for La Pallice, with 1,729,071, valued 
at $105,049.20. 

During July, according to the report of 
the Commissioners of Navigation, two 
vessels loaded with crude petroleum ar- 
rived at this port from foreign ports, 
their cargoes aggregating 2,576,000 gallons, 
while ten oil-laden vessels from coastwise 
ports arrived here, their cargoes aggregat- 
ing 275,434 barrels. 

The following vessels are either loading 
or are under charter to load cargoes ot 
oil here in bulk for foreign shipment:— 
Steamships Aral, Brilliant, Cheyenne, 
Icnergie, Margaretha, Needles, San Ri- 
cardo and San Silvestre.

The idea of raising the gravity of oils 
is by no means a new one. Any number 
of chemists, both in California and else- 
where, have worked on the problem and 
have perfected processes that they have 
claimed solved the question, but so far 
none have ever attained any notably com- 
mercial success and none have come into 
general use. Some persons who have 
seen Mr. Stilson’s work or its results are 
inclined to think that it has more ele- 
ments of practicability than most of the 
others. It remains, however, to be tried 
on a commercial scale.

London, Aug. 18, 113. 
The following review of the Russian oil 
fields, giving details of the conditions 
which have resulted in the sharp in- 
crease in values for the product, has 
been furnished by Chairman Allen of the 
Russian Petroleum Company im his an- 

nual review:— 
Between 1901 and 
phenomenal preduction 
price of crude oil at Baku 
to 1442 kopecks per pood; in 1905 and 1906, 
the period of the great riots and racial dis- 
turbances, it fluctuated between 20 and 25%; 
from 27% kopecks in 1907 it dwindled to 15 
kopecks in 1910; it averaged 21% in 1911; and 
in 1912 the average had risen to 35. The 
latest price reported is 46 kopecks per pood 
(59s. 6d. per ton), or nearly seven times what 
it was a dozen years ago.

In addition to the 
black oxide of cobalt, there is consid- 
erable outlet for the so-called gray, or 
prepared, cobalt oxide, containing approx- 
imately 76 per cent. cobalt metal. This 
quality fetches a premium of 4d.@6d. per 
pound on the black oxide. The trade in 
nickel oxide is not, so far as known, under 
any form of control, and selling prices 
are as a rule based on the market quota- 
tions for nickel metal. There are three 
principal qualities of oxides, namely, 
black, gray and green. All three are at 
the present moment obtainable at a price 
verying between 170s. and 180s. per hun- 
dredweight of nickel metal contents. Ger- 
many, Belgium and Spain produce the 
bulk of the arsenic consumed in Europe, 
the English production no longer being 
of any great importance. The price for a 
finely powdered arsenic, guaranteed % 
per cent. pure, recently rose to the ab- 
normally high figure of £24 per ton. It is 
now rapidly declining, and is at the pres- 
ent time nominally £17 per ton.

average for the number of ships engaged, 
and far better than the early reports in- 
dicated would be likely, as well as a great 
advance on last year’s total. The season 
opened with very unfavorable prospects. 
Out of the six ships (of the twenty com- 
posing the whole fleet) which went to 
work in the gulf two met mishaps. The 
Labrador became a total wreck while on 
her way to the gulf, and the Lloydsen, 
which broke her shaft when leaving 
Basque Harbor, had to return here to get 
a new one refitted, but, in spite of this 
she succeeded, though three weeks behind 
the others, in making a kill of 6,500 old 
seals, equal to twice that number of 
young--a return equivalent to about two- 
thirds of what she could carry if she were 
loaded. Of the larger flotilla operating 
on the northern banks the Beothic and 
Bonaventure collided on the day they 
left port, and the former ship was 
badly damaged that her voyage had 
be abandoned. 

In spite, however, of all these setbacks 
the result has been very satisfactory, the 
total catch this year—almost 270.000 pelts 
being almost 100.000 in excess of last year's 
kill for about the same number of ships, 
while this year the prospect is that the 
weight will be decidedly greater, amd, as 
it is by weight that the value is meas- 
ured, the result will be all the more 
gratifying.

Paint Making and Color Grinding 


(Continued from page 36 of last week’s issue.)

The following publication is the thirty-first installment of a series of 
special, original and copyrighted articles on materials and methods employed 
in the largest and most progressive paint factories in the country, commenced 
in the January 27, 1913, issue of the Reporter. The first subject of this series 
was China wood or tung oil; the second article was on casein and cold 
water paints, their manufacture and abuse; the third, on white lead, mixing 
and grinding; the fourth, on extenders and fillers and their use; the fifth, 
on color grinding in all its branches. The sixth subject, making liquid paints 
ready for use, commenced in the issue of August 11. 


MAKING LIQUID PAINTS READY FOR USE. 
(Continued.) 
Coatings for Concrete and Cement Surfaces. 


This line of paint making is coming to the fore rapidly and there are, even 
now, many brands on the market that are offered for the purpose of coating such 
surfaces ‘o keep them from dusting or withering and to make them pleasing to the 
eye as well by color schemes when it comes to walls, interior and exterior as 
well. A most important feature, however, is the coating of cement floors, concrete 
reservoirs, silos, cisterns, ete. Mere is the most diflicult problem tor the paint 
maker, and very few of the brands offered for the purpose so far have given satis- 
factory results. Up to within a few years ago various preparatory treatments for 
conerete and cement surfaces have been suggested to be applied in advance of 
painting, put while at least one of these gave satisfactory results in holding back 
alkalinie action of cement, even this was finally frowned upon by consumers as 
being a waste of time and labor, and the demand was for paint coatings of a 
nature that made the applicaticn of chemical solutions unnecessary. Carbonate 
of ammonia in solution was one method suggested for treating new cement walls, 
while a saturated solution of zinc sulphate as a wash in several applications was 
another, and a third was a solution of eight parts oil of vitriol in 92 parts water 
for roughening the surface aad converting the lime in the cement into the harm- 
less sulphate of calcium, to be followed with any good priming paint as used on 
interior or exterior work generally finished in the usual manner, The sulphuric 
acid treatment has not found favor, because it affects the surface of the cement 
too strongly, and as pointed out above, the other treatments were found too cum- 
bersome, It would be a waste of time to describe the compositions of the patented 
concrete coatings which appear to cover almost any possible vehicle that would 
seem to go far towards holding back the action of fairly fresh cement. Some of 
the other brands that have been selling fairly well show a composition of equal 
parts zine oxide and either calcium carbonate in the form of marble dust, or cal- 
clum sulphate in the form of gypsum, or lithopone white and zine oxide with mag- 
nesium silicate for pigment with a vehicle of linseed oil, gloss oil, pale drier and 
heavy naphtha. These, while comparatively low for cost, are not well adapted for 
waterproofing walls or for use on floors, unless finished eventually with other 
paints that give the finish desired. 

It is an established fact that linoleic acid is a good coating for holding back 
lime in cement mortar, but in order to make it available in a concrete or cement 
coating, ‘t is best used in connection with other vehicles. The following formula 
has been tried with very satisfactory results on various cement plasters, both in- 
side and exposed to the weather:—Ten pounds of builders’ lime are slaked with 
three gallons of water and covered up. After 24 hours the liquid is poured off, 
filtered through cloth, and set aside. Grind in a suitable mill 60 pounds Green Seal 
lithopone with 10 pounds raw linseed oil and 12 pounds refined paraffine oil (paint 
oil). Return this to a change can mixer and add first four pounds of the above 
lime solution, and then eight pounds linoleic acid and six pounas of pale tungata 
drier. This produces 1 pounds of a stout paint, weighing 15 pounds per gallon, 
but is most too stout for easy working on porous surface and should be reduced 
with one gallon heavy petroleum naphtha, producing seven and two-thirds gallons 
of paint, weighing 14 pounds per gallon. ‘The lithopone can be replaced by zinc 
oxide, but in that case it is advisable to use a portion of finest floated barytes, 
say two-thirds zinc and one-third barytes. For tinting this paint only lime proor 
colors should be used, and when the proportion of color is small, the colors are 
best ready ground in linseed oil, otherwise where deep colors are wanted the dry 
colors are best ground together with the white pigment, increasing the vehicle 
portion accordingly. Limeproof colors comprise all blacks, ultramarine blue, oxide 
of chromium green, green earth, yellow amd red ochers, red oxdies, siennas and 
umbers, raw and burnt, also zine chromate. Paint made by the above formula 
will seal the concrete or cement surface with one application, but, of course, show 
a dull finish, nor will it dry with high gloss on second coat, but will make an 
effective priming coat for walls and floors as well. 

Sh gle Stains of High Quality can only be produced by using the 
strongest and finest oil colors as base, because they are chiefly used for staining 
the shingles before being laid. Coal-tar creosote is introduced as part of the 
vehicle for preservative quality, wood creosote having been found wanting in that 
respect. Aside froin creosote all manners of thinning material have been used, 
from common kerosene oil to petroleum benzine, gasoline and benzol. The latter 
is beneficial especially for certain woods, but competition in prices will not permit 
any extensive use of it. For light stains the usual run of creosote is by far too 





dark and cresylic acid is used instead in spite of its high cost. We will confine 
the description of the compusition of shingle stains to a few formulas for the 
most popular colors and may mention the fact that stains made by these have 


held out splendidly for seven years, the roofs looking as good as new, the shingles 
having been dipped before being laid and afterwards given a brush coat of the 
stain. 

DEEP GREEN STAIN (CHROME GREEN TYPE). 

I*ifteen pounds chemically pure chrome green, deep in oil, one gallon benzine 
japan drier, four gallons creosote oil, four gallons heavy benzine. Result, 10 
gailons, 

MINERAL RED STAIN (VENETIAN RED TYPE). 
Seventeen pounds red oxide (95 per cent.) ground fine in oil, one gallon benzine 


japan drier, four gallons creosote oil, four gallons heavy benzine. Result, 10 
gallons. 
WALNUT BROWN STAIN (DARK). 
Thirteen pourds burnt Turkey umber, ground in oil, one-half gallon benzine 
japan drier, one-half gallon 160-degree benzol, five gallons creosote oil, three gal- 


lons heavy benzine, tesult, 10 gallons. 
SILVER GREY STAIN. 

Twenty pounds zinc white, ground in bleacned linseed oil, One-quarter pound 
lampblack in oil, well beaten up with one quart pale liquid drier, after which an- 
other quart of same drier is added, also one-half gallon straw colored cresylic acid 
and when well mixed, eight gallons heavy benzine. Result, 10 gallons. 

To decrease cost, when necessary, part of the heavy benzine may be replaced 
with 110-degree test kerosene, bul under no condition should an attempt be made 
to lessen cost of production by adding base material to the color, as it does not 
hold in suspension, mor should aniliue colors be substituted for pigment colors. 
Sometimes it is desired to have shingle stains without creosote oil or carbolic acid 
of any kind, and in that case it is best to replace creosote, carbolic or cresylic 
acid by using part turpentine with high test kerosene and heavy benzine. Or, for 
example, to make a rich brown stain without creosote, mix 14 pounds hurnt Italian 
sienna in oil, break up with one-half gallon japan drier, add one gallon each lin- 
seed oil and turpentine, another one-half gallon drier, two gallons high-test kero- 
sene and four gallons neavy benzine to make 10 gallons of stain. 


Oil Stains and Varnish Stains with Pigment Bases. 

While of late years some paint makers have listed stains with fancy names in 
these two lines, the most popular are still those that imitate natural wood, as light 
and dark oak, cherry, mahogany, walnut, rosewood and, perhaps, ebony. When 
we speak of oil stains we do not refer to a stain made ef oil and pigment only, as 
such a material would not penetrate into the wood fiber. It simply indicates that 
il is the binder, while volatile thinners, such as turpentine, benzine, solvent naph- 
tha or benzol furnished the penetrating agent. ‘he colors forming the base should 


be ground very fine in raw or boiled linseed oil, and the stronger the color in 
staining power, the more effective the stain and the less color is required. It 
stands to reason that base material should not enter here, as it is useless and 


only tends to cloud the effect of the stain. 
are based on high-quality goods, where permanency of color is preferred to low 
first cost:—lror 10 gallons of stain use as a base for light oak, five pounds each 
raw. Italian sienna and French yellow ocher, ground in oil. For dark oak, use 
eight pounds raw Italian sienna, one pound burnt Italian sienna and one pound 
burnt umber, all ground in oil. For cherry use five pounds each burnt Italian 
sienna and Irench yellow ocher in oil. lor mahogany, six pounds burnt Italian 
sienna and four pounds maroon lake or rose pink in oil. For dark walnut use five 
pounds each burnt Turkey umber and Vandyke brown in oil; if light walnut is 
desired, use 10 pounds burnt ‘turkey umber of reddish tone in oil. For rosewood 
use 10 pounds rose pink and five pounds burnt Italian sienna in ojl. For ebony 
use Nigrosene B (fat aniline color that has been dissolved in turpentine by gentle 
heat on a sand or hot water bath), two and one-half pounds color will be sufficient 
tor 10 gailons of stain, if dissolved in one gallon turpentine. To any of the above 
bases add gradually, while beating up in suitable mixer, three-quarters gallon strong 
liquid drier, seven gallons boiled linseed oil, and one and one-half gallons turpen- 
tine. To reduce the cost of manufacture the quantity of oil may be reduced by 
one-half and heavy benzine substituted for both the omitted oil and the turpentine, 
but in that case the liquid drier should be increased to one gallon. The bases given 


The following formulas for oil stains 
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for oil stains will also answer for pigment VARNISH STAINS, using the same 
quantity as given above for every ten gallons produced. A quick and hard drying 
varnish is required and the oil colors in each case should be first broken up in 
part of the liquid drier, of which at least one-half gallon should be used before 
adding the varnish, of which about nine gallons is required. If the varnish is too 
heavy in body add some turpentine or benzine in addition to the drier to the color 
before mixing it with the varnish. Make the stain flow freely from the brush and 
strain the material weil before putting it up in the containers. Ebony is not called 
for in varnish stain lists, but Bog Oak Green is, and to produce 10 gallons of this 
would suggest the fellowing:—Four pounds chemically pure chrome green, medium 
in oll, one pound burnt Turkey umber in oil, and three pounds French yellow ocher 
in oe thinned with one-half gallon strong liquid drier and nine gallons varnish 
as above. 

The varnish should be what is known to the trade as mixing varnish and should 
not powder, when after drying, it is rubbed with the tips of the fingers. 


Interior Decoration Stains. 


‘These stains are not made to imitate any natural wood, but are to give effects 
to harmonize with the general decorations or hangings in rooms of private resi- 
dences or offices, etc. ‘They are made to penetrate well into the woodwork, on 
which they are applied and with a duli effect, from which a luster may be brought 
out by different treatments, such as waxing, shellacking, varnishing and polishing. 
The better cluss of these are based on permanent pigments, similar to the oil and 
varnish stains just described, but while they are really ojl stains, are made to dry 
more rapidly by using volutile thinners for the most part. They are applied with 
a brush, and before having had.time to set, the surface is wiped with cloths in 
order to bring out the effect of the grain in the wood, the latter is filled with paste 
filler as soon as the stain becomes dry, while close grained woods are treated by 
applying shellac or liquid filler over the stain or they are waxed, which latter 
makes the best finish on Southern pine, while shellac is best for soft pine, white- 
wood or maple. It would carry us too far to give any number of formulas for 
stains of this type, therefore we will confine ourselves to a few examples. For 
instance, a nut brown is desired. To prceduce 10 gallons of stain use 12 pounds 
arop black in oil, two pounds Venetian red in oil, and one pound medium chrome 
yellow in oil, one gallon strong japan drier, one gallon mixing varnish and seven 
gallons turpentine. Break up the oil color in part of the drier before adding the 
other ingredients. For a forest green stain use two pounds Chinese blue in oil 
and 12 pounds Dutch pink in oil, beat up the colors in part of the one gallon strong 
drier ana add mixing varnish and turpentine as above. 


Staing with Aniline Colors as the Base. 


While the pigment stains are most permanent, aniline stains give clearer and 
more brilliant tones, and though most of them are prone to fade under exposure 
to sirong light, they hold up tairly well when protected by varnish. The fat ani- 
line colors, oil solubtle, are very strong and it does not require a great deal of the 
colors to prcduce a galion of stain. The colors may be had in black, brown, blue, 
green, orange, several shades of red, and yellow. They are furnished in lump as 
well as in the powder form, the latter being most convenient. One to one and a 
quarter pounds vi tne strunger of these colors (red) dissolved in one gallon of tur- 
pentine will make the base for 10 gallons of oil stain; in the other colors, excepting 
brown, 2 little more culor will be required. To the color dissolved in turps add, 
for oil stain, one gallon strong japan drier, three gallons of boiled linseed oil and 
five gallons more of turpentine or benzine, as desired. 

To make ANILINE VARNISH STAINS dissolve the fat aniline colors same as 
for oil siain in turpentine, using one gallon of the latter and adding nine gailons 
ot mixing varnish of good body. If the latter is slow in drying, cut quantity to 
eight gallons and use one gallon good strong japan drier. 


Aniline Spirit and Water Stainm 

These can be readily produced by dissolving spirit or water soluble aniline colors 
in these liquids, but these preparations are not commercially prefitable to the paint 
maker, as the consumers purchase the powders and do their own_ mixing. 

Dipping Paints for Wood or Metal require to be made specially for 
either surface, as that intended for wvod will not always serve the purpose for 
metal. ‘The paint for wood requires to contain a pigment that acts as a filler, while 
tin or smooth shect iron or steel does not necessarily need it, in fact, it is best 
without it for certain metallic surfaces. The function of a dipping paint is, first 
ot all, to economize in labor, to cover uniformly any article immersed in it, and 
to dip freely without leaving fringes of paint at the edges and dry equally all 
over the surface thus coated. 

The most difficult problem in preparing a dipping paint for metal is to have the 
paint adhere to hign ridges and sharp corners or edges, and this is most difficult 
of all when the paimt is to dry with a semi-gloss or full gloss finish. Dipping paints 
for wood are used in sash and door works, where the finished frames, sashes and 
doors are Gipped in liquid primers to keep them from warping through exposure 
nefore being set. These are generally cheap goods bought in liquid form and still 
further reduced by the addition of ordinary benzine or turpentine substitute. The 
usual method for making these was to grind zine oxide and whiting in a mixture 
of linseed oil and gloss oil, thinning the semi-paste thus produced with petroleum 
naphtha (benzine) until of good ccnsistency for brushing, because the paint is 
usually wanted in that form. At the present time, however, the usage is to make 
a grinding of lithopone and whiting or asbestine powder in raw linseed oil, thin- 
ning with gloss oil, drier and benzine, tinting the resulting paint with lampblack 
im oil a very lhght gray or lead color. A formula for such a paint that is finding 
favor is as follows:—Twenty-three pounds lithopone, green seal, 30 pounds bolted 
whiting and 16 pounds asbestine powder are ground in 15 pounds raw linseed oil 
and five pounds gloss oil, producing 89 pounds semi-paste, which, after cooling, 
is reduced to prushing consisiency with a mixture of 10 pounds gloss oil and five 
pounds benzine. The result is i#4 pounds of paint, equal to eight gallons. It will 








not require over four ounces of pure lampblack im oil to make this a very light 
gray tint. implement manufacturers use dipping paint for woodwork, such as 
lawn swings ard the parts of farming implements, wagons, etc., and as a rule, 
where they use the paints mainly to stain and fill the wood and varnish over 
afterwards; also by dipping they purchase their requirements in paste form, thin- 
ning with naphtha, as they can purchase the latter at as low a price as the paint 


maker. tut when it coms to what is called a one-coat dip glcss paint, the paint 
maker has some show in securing the trade. A bright red one-coat gloss dipping 
paint can be made by grinding Para Toner with a sufficient quantity of asbestine 
powder in boiled linseed oil to soft paste form, adding sufficient strong japan drier 
to make this dry of itself inside of eight or ten hours, reducing this material with 
a free-flowing mixing varnish of rather thin consistency until the paint drips freely 
from hard wood, while covering the same uniformly. Or the color and base may 
be ground in pert boiled linseed oil and dried, as im the following formula:— 








14 pounds 
56 pounds 
20 pounds

100 pounds paste=7 gallons. 


For each gallon of this paste add at least two gallons of a mixing varnish 
oullined above. 

When a blue one-coat gloss dipping paint is wanted, keep lead out of your base, 
use zinc oxide instead, or still better, lithopone, with enough good suspending ma- 
terial to give the required iilling, and then beware of using a mixing varnish made 
Manila gum in any case and China wood oil varnish, when zine oxide is the pig- 
ment base. Dipping paint for sheetings of tin, if in red, give best results when 
a good red oxide, high in percentage or sesquioxide of iron is selected and ground 
fine in linseed oil with its own weight of a tine quality of magnesium silicate to a 
medium paste. Should be thinned, if selling price will permit, with spirits of tur- 
pentine, otherwise with substitute turpentine or benzine, adding sufficient good 
japan in either case. If gloss finish is desired one-half of the solvent thinners should 
be replaced with a good mixing varnish. 

A good formula for a dipping paste that will adhere well to tin on drying and 
not run or sag during the drying process may be made as follows:—Grind to impal- 
pable fineness 260 pounds red oxide, containing at least 9 per cent. sesquioxide of 
.ron, preterably uative red, 250 pounds magnesium silicate (known to the trade as 
asbestine) in 165 peunds voiled linseed oil. To this soft paste add, mixing thor- 
oughly, 10 gallons best drying japan and 40 gallons turpentine or heavy naphtha, 
as desired, or as seliing price will permit. 

The same red paste will answer for a high-grade dipping paint for iron, such 
as railings, fence posts, or the iron parts of implements, if the 665 pounds of paste 
is thinned with 15 gallons of good liquid drier and 35 gallons hard drying mixing 
varnish. These, however, are paints which will find favor oniy with exacting con- 
sumers, because of the price it is necessary to charge. 

We do not intend to publish formulas for dope mixtures, and if any paint maker 
should be interested in such, he can readily work them out from the foregoing 
by simply using lower priced vehicles and thinners. So far as the pigments are 
concerned, there is very little to be gained by cutting cost in that connection, and 
it will be found that whelever too much extending base or base material is used 
in the pigment it will end in complaints on the part of consumers and loss of trade 
that was in the first place diificult to obtain.

These mid-year spelter statistics show 


comparatively little change in the produc- 
tion, but a large decrease in the consump- 
tion during the first half of the year. 
These figures which were compiled from 
reports by all zine smelters operating 
during the first six months of 1913 and 
from the records of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce show that 
the production of spelter from domestic 
ore in that period was 171,135 short tons 
and from foreign ore 9,078 short tons, a 
total production of 180,213 tons of primary 
spelter, compared with 166,496 tons for the 
first half of 1912 and with 172,310 tons for 
the last half of 1912. This production for 
the first half of 1913 is at the rate of over 
260,000 tons a year and approximately 
20,000 tons greater than the production in

1912. The spelter made in Illinois in- 
creased over 9,000 tons, and that made in 
Kansas declined 6,000 tons, compared with 
the quantities of spelter made in those 
States during the last six months of 1912. 
rhe apparent consumption for the period 
was 153,073 tons, as compared with 181,326 
tons for the last half of 1912 and 159,046 
tons for the first half of 1912. The stock 
of spelter held at smelters on June 30, 
1913, was 21,856 tons, as against 4,522 tons 
at the beginning of the year, an increase 
of 17,354 tons, 

The imports of zinc ore were 19,994 short 
tons, containing 9,204 tons of zinc, as com- 






I ed with 16,891 tons of ore, containing 
5,339 tons of zinc, in the last half of 1912 
and 27,049 tons of ore, containing 12,228 
tons of zine, in the first half of 1912. The 
exports of domestic zine ore were 9,745

tons, as compared with 9,40 tons in 
last half of 1912 and 13,709 tons the 
half of 1912. 

At St. Louis spelter started the year at 
(4 cents, the maximum price for the first 
half of the year. For the greater part of 
January the price held this level, but 
there followed a long steady decline, 
broken by a slight recovery during the 
first half of March, which decline left 
spelter bringing a shade under 5 cents per 
pound at the middle of June. A slight 
recovery through the latter half of June 
brought the price up to 5.15 cents at the 
close of the period. The London price of 
spelter, on the contrary, was fairly steady 
through the first four months of the year, 
opening at £26 10s. per long ton (5.76 cents 
per pound), declining to £24 10s. (5.33 cents 
per pound) by the middle of March, but 


rising again to £2% 15s. (6.6 cents per 
pound) by the close of April. A sharp 
decline beginning about the middle of 
May brought the London price of spelter 
down at the close of this period to £21 
per lorg ton (4.57 cents per pound). For 


jour weeks in the latter part of April and 
in May the London price of spelter aver- 
aged 1-10 of a cent higher than the St. 
Louis price, though at the beginning of 
the year the difference was 114 cents per 
pound, being that much higher at St. 
Louis.

Drawback Allowances at Detroit, 
Boston and New York. 





(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 22, 1912. 
The Treasury Department has piven 
notice to the Collector of Customs at De- 
trvit that the drawback regulations that 
cover medicinal and toilet preparations 


manufactured by Parke, Davis & Co., of 


Detroit, with the use of tax-paid alcohol 
ind imported barium peroxide and im- 
ported opium is entitled to cover the 


schedule of medicinal preparations filed 


witi the government manufactured by 
this firm with the use of imported mor- 
phine and its derivatives, codein and co- 
caine or salts of the same. The allow- 
ances of drawback are authorized to 
cover the imperted commodities used in 


the manufacture, according to the sworn 
statement filed with the government. 

The collector of customs at Boston is 
authorized to allow drawback on the ex- 
portation of photo library paste, manu- 
factured by the Carter Ink Company from 
imported dextrine. 

The collector of customs at New York 
is notified of allowance of drawback pay- 
ments on medicinal preparations manu- 


factured by C. 8S. Littell & Co., New York, 
with the use of domestic tax-paid alco- 
hol. Sworn schedule of the manufac- 
turers will have to be complied with in 
this allowance. 

Also, allowance of drawback is allowed 
on medicinal and toilet preparations man- 
ufactured by Richard Hudnut, of New 
York, from domestic tax-paid alcohol, 
according to the sworn schedules of the 
manufacturer as to the use of such alco- 
hol.

Southwest Rates on Cottonseed and 
Products Found Reasonable. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 22, 1913. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
in a case arising out of investigations by 
the commission into rate conditions in the 
Southwest, especially with to the 
export rate of 18% cents per pounds 
on cottonseed and its products from Texas

After an investigation into this subject 
the commission holds that this limitation 
as to the application of the rate of 18% 
cents per 100 pounds on cottonseed and 
its products for export is not an unrea- 
sonable restriction under the interstate 
commerce laws and vacates the order of 
suspension which was issued against 
these traffic sheets.

Record Prices for Copra and Cocoanut 
Oil at Ceylon. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 
The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce is in receipt of a brief report 
from Consul Charles K. Moser, at 
lombo, regarding the prevailing prices for

copra and cocoanut oil in Ceylon at this 
time. ‘This report is as follows:— 
On July 10 the price of copra in the Co- 


lombo market reached 100.75 rupees per candy 
of 560 pounds ($5.83 per 100 pounds), the high- 


est in the history of the copra industry in 
Ceylon. Cocoanut oil also rose to a record 
height, reaching 631.25 rupees ($204.78) per 
ton on April 17. The highest price previously 
recorded was 602.50 rupees ($195.45) per ton 
at the end of April, 1910 

No natural reason can be found for this 
rise, it appearing to be occasioned by two or 
three operators in the market who had sold 


large short orders in anticipation of an unpre- 
ecedented crop for this season, and who, find- 
ing that the record crop has failed to ma- 
terialize, are compelled to buy copra at any 
price to fulfill their contracts. The heavy 
rains of last year encouraged many buyers to 
expect a mighty crop for this year, but up to 
date (July 17) it has failed to materialize, 
though the production is considerably over that 
of 1912.

As the passage of Schedule A’s re- 
vision by the Senate has been held up 
within the week by a consideration by 
that body of the cotton and sugar 
schedules of the Underwood bill, the 
uncertainty hitherto noted with re- 
zard to the time when the contem- 
plated changes in the drug list’s im- 
port duties will become operative has 
continued to exert a restrictive in- 
fluence upon purchasing operations in 
this market. The return of intensely 
hot weather, which followed a com- 
paratively cool period in most portions 
of the country, and the prospect for a 
material curtailment of this year's 
yields of cotton and corn, as a result 
of almost unabated drought in the re- 
gions where these crops are raised, 
have also tended to contract the buy- 
ing movement in the drug trade which 
now appears to be limited to compara- 
tively small jobbing proportions. 

Reductions in prices, made in the 
hope of stimulating the demand, have 
again outnumbered the advances with- 
in the interval under review, but in nu- 
merous instances quotations have 
been raised because of a growing 
scarcity of spot stocks and the dif- 
ficulties presented in attempting to re- 
plenish supplies here from the coun- 
tries of production which are fre- 
quently reporting either partial or 
complete failures of their botanical 
drug crops, due to long continued 
drought. The local supply of such 
products as American saffron flowers, 
jalap root, sarsaparilla root and 
vanilla beans has also been held down 
to meager proportions, although ab- 
sorption has been light, by recent un- 
favorable developments in Mexican 
revolutionary activities. : : 

Chief among the concessions in 
prices, which have been made _ this 
week, have been those in quotations for 
denatured alcohol, hard mercurials, 
crude fusel oil, dynamite glycerine, 
menthol, lemon oil, spearmint oi, 
Japan wax and the No. 3 regular and

The principal ad- 
vances in prices have been made in 
those for glucose, grape sugar,

VANILLA,.—The expectation of an 
impositicn of the contemplated import 
duty of 30 cents a pound, a generally 
recognized shortage in this year’s 
Bourbon crop, and the development of 
revolutionary activities in portions of 
Mexico hitherto free from such un- 
settling influences, have combined to 
stiffen still further the markets for ail 
descriptions of these beans. Disturb- 
ing news regarding the invasion of cen- 
ters close to Papantla and Gutierrez- 
Zamora by revolutionists, and a dread- 
ed terrorizing of Papantla by the pris- 
oners recently liberated by the revolu- 
tionists, who entered the capital of that 
State a month ago, are combining to 
make both curers and local operators 
assume firmer views of the Mexican 
bean market, but the dealers here con- 
tinue to offer their Mexican whole 
beans at $3.75@5, uccording to brand, 
while still quoting their cuts at $3.12@ 
3.25. Although the demand from ex- 
tract makers is not yet brisk, it is 
showing signs of improvement daily, 
and is expected to reach comparatively 
large proportions next month, when the 
necessity for replenishing supplies will 
probably become more. pressing. In 
some quarters, however, it is not 
thought likely that the proposed im- 
port duty of 30 cents a pound will be 
imposed until after the turn of the 
year, by which time the relatively 
small amount of beans in the hands of 
curers will have reached New York 
and other leading consuming centers. 
Aside from holding up necessary ship- 
ments of silver coin into Papantla un- 
til after the time when the curers will 
need such currency to purchase the 
new crop from the Indian growers, 
the approach of the revolutionists upon 
Tezuitlan, the railroad terminus near- 
est Papantla, is not expected to work 
any great handicap to operations in 
Mexican beans, as this town, which is 
situated in the State of Puebla—close 
to the State of Vera Cruz, is about 
100 miles distant from Papantla, and a 
garrison of government troops is now 
stationed in the town of Papantla and 
may therefore be counted upon to pro- 
tect its citizens from further invasion 
by the revolutionists and liberated pris- 
oners. 

Bourbons continue to be firmly held 
by the Paris-Bordeaux syndicate, 
which still controls the situation in 
France, as well as on the islands. Al- 
though it is contended in some quarters 
that there is still a good stock of these 
beans in France, it is asserted in others 
that supplies of old crop beans in 
Paris now amount to only 50,000 
pounds, and that of these only 30,000 
pounds are high grade beans. As the 
Paris-Bordeaux syndicate either owns 
or controls all the old crop beans, and 
likewise has extensive contracts with 
the growers and curers for the new 
crop on the islands, the undertone of 
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the French markets remains very 
strong, and local operators coniinue to 
hold their stocks very firmly at $3@4, 
as to quality and quantity. There is 
no longer any doubt that the February 
cyclone has damaged greatly the grow- 
ing crop on the islands of Reunion, 
Grande Comore, Nossi-Be and Tullear, 
and it is therefore deemed probable in 
many quarters that still higher Sa 
will be commanded by the new beans 
within the near future. A moderate 
demand continues to be reported for 
the old as well as for the new crop 
beans,

The state of affairs 
seems to keep the oil yield down per acre, 
Quite a little oil was contracted for last spring 
at what now looks like cheap prices Those 
who bought then are now realizing The strength 
of their position and are following the market 
and taking everything possible as fast as it is 
offered, with the result they now have quite a 
portion of the crop under contract. 

The position of these buyers makes it dan 
gerous for other dealers to purchase very 
heavi because they can afford to pay even 
more than the market and then, if other 
dealers step in and buy they can undersell 
them and cause a slump 
that the entire crop will not be offered 

Many growers have $4 ideas on peppermint 
and some are looking for even $5, but it is cer 


tain that the entire crop will not he offered at 


these prices 

The crop is not as large as last year on ac- 
count of many places having been entirels 
killed by frosts, followed by drouth, and it is, 
therefore believed that prices will be higher 
than last season, even if things take their nat 
ural course, and, if speculation steps in, as 
it seems likely to, prices may run even higher 
than we expect There seems to be consider 
able strife among dealers in the West, and 
they are making unusual efforts to get stor ked 
up.

In regard to bromine production, it is 
shown that in 1912 the total production 


in the country was 647,200 pounds, valued

In connection with the salt and bromine 
industry in Michigan, Ohio, Pennsyivania 
and West Virginia a considerable quan- 
tity of calcium chloride is produced.

cacao beans indicating the extent to which 
the product is used and manufactured by na 
tives The beans are usually mulled in a

Continent Petroleum Field. 
DR. GOULD PREDICTS GLOWING FUTURE 
IN ADDRESS BEFORE INTERNATIONAL 
GEOLOGICAL CONGRESS.

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Toronto, Can., Aug. 22, 1915. 
“There is no means of knowing accur- 
ately the possible extent of the mid-con- 
tinent field, but, taking into account all 
the available data it may safely be es- 
timated that, at the present time, not 
over one-fourth of the future available 
territory in Oklahoma and Kansas has 
yet been drilled. New fields are constant- 
ly coming to light, and the limits of old 
ones are being extended. Many of the 
wells now in operation have been pro- 
ducing oil for fifteen years, and are by 
no means exhausted. At the present rate 
of development it will be years before the 
productive area of the fields has been 
determined. It will be many more years 
before it all will be drilled. There nee 
be no surprise if the mid-continent field 
is producing both oil and gas one hun- 
dred years from this date.’’ 

This is the concluding portion of an 
address on “*The Occurrence of Petroleum 
and Natural Gas in the Mid-Continent 
Field,’ delivered in Oklahoma City, be- 
fore the International Geological Con- 
gress in session here this month. 

He defined the mid-continent oil field 
as including an area approximately 200 
miles long from north to south, and 100 
miles wide, located in Southeastern 
Kansas and Eastern Oklahoma. The lim- 
its of the productive field had not yet 
been sharply determined, and probably 
would not be for many years. The most 
northern point at which oil had been 
found was some fifty miles southwest of 
Kansas City. The most southern point 
was near Coalgate, Oklahoma. The 
southeastern part of the mid-continent 
fleld extended from Oklahoma into the 
vicinity of Fort Smith, Arkansas. The 
westernmost limit, as at present devel- 
oped, was at Blackwell, Kay county, 
Oklahoma. ‘The area within which oil and 
gas had been found in commercial quan- 
tities contains approximately 20,000 square 
miles. Dr, Gould then dwelt at length on 
the stratigraphy of the field, and observed 
that the petroleum and natural gas found

in the mid-continent tieid occurred alto- 
gether in ledges of sandstone interstrati- 
fied with shales and limestones. In_ the 
great majority of cases the stratum lying 
above the oil-bearing sand, that is to say, 
the cap rock which holds the oil down 
was shale, but in a few instances it was 
limestone. The size of a pool in the mid- 
continent field varies from a fraction of 
a square mile to several square miles. 
For instance, the Flat Rock pool, near 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, was two miles long and 
one mile wide. Glenn pool was_ twelve 
miles long and five miles wide. Hamilton 
Switch pool occupied less than a square 
mile. The size, shape and location of the 
various pools in different parts of the 
mid-continent field differed materially. 
At present there were more than eighty 
separate pools, and new ones were con- 
stantly coming to light. These pools were 
from 300 to 2,700 feet below the surface. 

“In many of the pools throughout this 
region,”’ said Dr. Gould, ‘“‘there is but one 
producing oil sand, while in others there 
are several sanus. For instance, in the 
vicinity of tne world-famous Glenn pool, 
which during the last six years has pro- 
duced 120,000,000 barrels of oil, there are 
tour producing sands, known as the Red 
Fork sand, which lies at a depth of 1,300 
feet, the Glenn sand, at 1,500 feet, the 
Taneha sand, at 1,700 feet, and the 
Dutcher sand, at 2,200 feet.’’ 

Not enough drilling has yet been done 
throughout the region to demonstrate 
with certainty the continuity of the vari- 
ous sands. ‘To cite a_ specific example, 
most oil men and most geologists who 
have studied the conditions now believe 
that the Bartlesville sand, which has pro- 
duced such immense quantities of oil in 
Northern Oklahoma, extends uninterrupt- 
edly from Southern Kansas_ through 
Washingion and Osage counties, Okla- 
homa, as far as the Bird Creek and Fiat 
Rock fields, near Tulsa. The same sand 
is also supposed to occur at Cleveland. 
in ether words, the Bartlesville sand is 
commonly believed to be continuous over 
more than 5,000 square miles. No one 
can be certain which contains oil or gas 
at a depth of about 1,100 feet near Inde- 
pendence, Kansas, is the same sand which 
contains oil at 1,200 feet at Bartlesville, 
at 1,200 feet in the Flat Rock field, near 


Tulsa, and at 2,400 feet at Cleveland. 
Sufficient investigations have been made, 
however, to demonstrate with approx- 


imate certainty the oil-producing sands in 
these four widely separated localities, oc- 


curring at the depths mentioned, are 
situated at about the same geological 
horizon. It went without saying, he said, 


that, other things being equal, the thicker 
the sand the more oil is contained there- 
in. The Glenn pool, one of the most noted 
in the world, owed its prominence largely 
to the fact that the Glenn sand averaged 
from seventy-five and one hundred feet in 
thickness, thus providing an immense 
reservoir for the storage of petroleum. 
The Bartlesville sand averaged from 
fifty to sixty feet thick, and scores of 
millions of barrels of oil had been pro- 
duced from it. The Cleveland sand, which 
was also a thick sand, had produced a 
vast amount of petroleum. Generally 
speaking, the wells in the thicker sands 
had initial productions varying from 100 
to 1,500 barrels of oil per day, and settled 
after two or three years to twenty to one 
hundred barrels per day. The wells in 
the thinner sands usually had initial pro- 
ductions of from thirty to 200 barrels per 
day, and settled to five to twenty barrels 
per day. The thinner sands were often 
comparatively shallow, occurring at 
depths of from 300 to 1,000 feet, while the 
thick sands usually lay at depths varying 
from 1,200 to 3,000 feet below the surface. 
The usual cost of drilling a well to the 
shallow sands, where an initial produc- 
tion of fifty barrels a day might be ex- 
pected, varied from $1,000 to $3,000, while 


wells 2,200 feet deep in Cushing field, 
were the initial production averaged 500 


barrels per day, cost from $8,000 to $12,000 
to drill and equip. The general experience 
throughout the field has been that oper- 
ation in the thinner sands in the shallow 
fields was a far safer investment, while 
the operation of the deep sands was 
more speculative, but with the possibility 
of very much larger profits. 

Careful studies of geological conditions 
had demonstrated that there was in the 
mid-continent field a rather definite rela- 
tion between structure of rocks and oc- 
currance of oil and gas. Those consid- 
ered the best authorities on the subject 
said that, so far as observation went, 
practically every oil pool in the mid-con- 
tinent field might be accounted for by 
structure. In the region from Muskogee 
southwest to Atoka, and southeast to 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, there had been no 
great amount of drilling, and very little 
petroleum had so far been found therein. 
It was, however, a very significant fact 
that, throughout this region, in practical- 
ly every known case where drilling had 
been done along anticline fields, natural 
gas had been found. Up to the present 
time not enough drilling had been ac- 
complished throughout this part of the 
mid-continent field to demonstrate the 
absence or presence of oil in quantity. 
It was altogether probable, however, that 
extensive operations would reveal the 
presence of considerable amounts of pe- 
troleum. 

Dr. Gould then took up somewhat in 
detail the production and development of 
the mid-continent fleld whose petroleum 
output had, he said, increased from 74,- 
714 barrels in 1900 to 59,343,850 barrels in 
1911. 

“Durin the past year,” he went on, 
“there has been more development than 
ever before in the history of the field. 
This may be accounted for by the steady 
advance in the price of petroleum. In 
198 the petroleum in the mid-continent 
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field sold for 35 cents per barrel. In May, 
1913, the price was 88 cents per barrel, and 
it has probably increased. Within the 
past few months there has been mucn 
prospecting in all parts of the mid-con- 
tinent field. The Cushing pool, which 
bids fair to rival the world-famous Glenn 
pool, was first opened in March, 1912. Its 
daily production is now barrels. 
Within the year the Known areas of a 
number of older pools have been mater- 
ially extended, and a number of new pools 
have come to light. A region occupying 
some five counties in Southwestern Okla- 
homa, which has heretofore remained un- 
exploited, is now occupying much atten- 
tion. Within the past year a number of 
wells have been drilled throughout this 
region, and practically all have produced 
oil or gas. Geologists who have studied 
conditions in this part of the State are of 
the opinion that this field, when devel- 
oped, may rival the field already devel- 
oped in the Northeastern part of the 
State. The amount of natural gas pro- 
duced in the mid-continent field is very 
great. At least 9) per cent. of all the oil 
wells so far drilled contain natural gas. 
In many cases the wells produce gas 
only; however, gas and oil usually occur 
in the same sand. In many cases after 
the gas in a well has been practically 
exhausted, oil will be produced. To use 
the drillers parlance, the well drills itself 
into oil. The capacity of gas wells of the 
mid-continent field carries up to 50,000,000 
cubic feet per day. Some of the most ex- 
tensive gas fields so far discovered lie near 
Iola, Independence and Caney, Kansas 
and Copan, Bartlesville and Collinsville, 
Oklahoma, A well recently drilled to a 
depth of iess than 700 feet in the new field 
near Loco, Stephens county, Southwest- 
ern Oklahoma, is producing 25,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas per day. The gas from the 
mid-continent field is utilized both for 
manufacturing purposes and for domestic 
use. Gas from this field supplied tne 
greater part of the cities of Oklahoma and 
Eastern Kansas, and has been piped as 
far as Joplin, Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
Missouri. Much of so-called casing-head 
gas is now being utilized for the manu- 
facture of gasoline or petrol, there being 
about twenty-five gasoline plants in oper- 
ation in the field. The waste of natural 
gas in this field has been enormous. 
Legislation has checked, but has by no 
means stopped this gigantic waste. At 
the present time tens of millions of cubie 
feet of the most valuable fuel is being 
dissipated into the air each day. Yet for 
this neglience there seems to be no im- 
mediate effective remedy. At present 
there is no way of estimating the amount 
of natural gas now available in the mid- 
continent field, but it is probably be- 
—— 1,000,000,000 to 2,000,000,000 cubic feet 
per day.” 
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Venezuela Trade Mark Practice. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 22, 1913. 
The ofticials of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce have received in- 
formation through Vice-Consul Clark, at 
La Guaira that “the registration of a 
trade-mark in Venezuela may be effected 
through a local agent holding a special 
power of attorney from the applicant. A 
description of the trade-mark, in dupli- 





cate, and a description or enumeration of 


the articles on which the trade-mark is 
to be used should accompany the appli- 
cation. If the trade-mark has been. reg- 
istered in another country a copy of such 
registration should be furnished, and this 
certificate of previous registration, as well 
as the power of attorney, should be legal- 
ized by a consul of Venezuela. All docu- 
ments should be written in Spanish, if 
possible. ‘Che total cost of registering a 
trade-mark, aside from the expense of 
translation, is about $25.”

changed hands. Nothwithstanding 
strong advices from abroad, yellow

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—While 
the movement through standing con- 
tract channels is reported normal, 
there is comparatively little doing in 
additional lots. Sellers, however, are 
not inclined to shade prices to stim- 
ulate trade and the former level is 
maintained at 8%@9%c. for aniline salt 
and 10%@10%c. for aniline oil. 
BICHROMATES. Production of 
potash is meeting with steady distri- 
bution through regular contract chan- 
nels and there is no congestion of 
stocks in local quarters. The market 
is steady with sellers asking 6%c. for 
contracts and 7c. for small parcels. 
Soda is unchanged at previous figures, 
the range extending from 4%c. to 4% c., 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale.

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CALIFORNIA PIPE LINE COMPANIES 
ACCEPT CARRIER PIPE LINE 
ACT JURISDICTION. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 





Los Angeles, Aug. 16, 1915 
Considerable surprise was caused last 
Wednesday when the Standard Oil Company 


ef California notified the State Railroad Com- 
mission that its pipe lines would all be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the commission in 
accordance with the common carrier pipe line 
bill that went into effect in this State last 
Monday. ‘The company has filed a tentative 
echedule of rates, subject to revision by the 
commission, and states it is ready to receive 
oil for transportation from the fields to tide- 
water, 
The rates submitted and the minimum gravity 
allowed are as follows:—

The more important conditions under which 


the company will accept oil for transportation 
(with the concurrence of the railroad commis 
sion) from and to the points named are, first, 
that it will accept oil in quantities of not 
less than 100,000 barrels, all of which shall 
be consigned to the same delivery point; se« 
ond, it will charge transportation on the net oil 
received and will deliver an equal amount, less 


2 per cent, to cover transportation losses; 
third, it will charge storage of one-fourth of 
per cent. per barrel a day, commencing 


twenty-four hours after the oil has reached its 


destination, and no oil will be held more than 
ten days and will, unless taken within that 
time, be sold; fourth, order for shipment will 
be given consideration in the order in which 
they are received 

There has been a very firm conviction among 
oil men ever since the common carrier law 
was first mentioned that the Standard Oil 
Company would fight the bill both in the Leg- 
islature before its passage and in the courts 
after its passage, on the grounds of unconsti 
tutionality, and its present action causes the 
more surprise for that reason. The Standard 


is the first of the transportation concerns to 
submit to the provisions of the new law, and, 
of course, its opponents are looking for an ul 
terior motive. So far none has been discov 
ered. In fact, the history of the Standard in 
California shows it to be one of the 
law-abiding corporations in the State It 
always responded quickly to any legal demand 
made on it, and, so far as competition is con 
cerned, had never inaugurated any price war, 
but when its competitors have started a cut 
ting of prices it has met the cut. 

It is expected that the other pipe line com 
panies will follow suit and file the statements 
requested by the Railroad Commission, which 
has given until September 4 for this to be done 
It is generally conceded now that since the 
Standard has submitted to the provisions of the 
law there will not be any contest made in 
the courts as to its constitutionality, but 
stated last week, the making of pipe lines com- 


as 


mon carriers will have little bearing on the 
industry for some time—many months, in fact, 
as the producers have their product sold on 


contracts extending months and in some cases 
years ahead. 

Any way, the conditions in the fields are not 
due to the Standard or to any other corpora- 
tion. There has been too much oil, and the 
producer will find it as difficult to sell his oil 
when it is at tidewater as it is to sell it in 
the field. Until markets are found to absorb 
the State’s production no improvement is pos- 
sible. The Standard, Union and the Associated 
are the only concerns with the equipment and 


organization to find those markets and take 
eare of them, and it will doubtless he found 
that the producer will, in the future the same 
as in the past, be obliged to look to one of 
these concerns to take his oil. 
Shell-Royal Dutch Arrives. 

The Shell-Royal Dutch concern has at last 

‘arrived’ in California, if any credence can 

















be placed in a ecablegram received in San Fran- 
cisco from London yesterday, The San Fran- 
cisco dispatch says that the confirmation has 
beeen announced there of the sale of the Cali- 
fornia Oilfields, Limited, to the big British 
concern, After two years of rumors, in which 
nearly every oil company in the State, except 
the Standard, has been ‘‘sold to the Shell in- 
terests,’’ it appears as if a deal has actually 
been closed. It is said negotiations have been 
going on for the last six months, but, as the 
principals in the deal all live in London, little 
was known of it here. 

It is one of the largest transactions ever 
made in connection with the oil business here, 
and its effects on the industry will be far- 
reaching. It brings into the field another big 
marketing concern sufficiently equipped and 
financed to place it almost on an even footing 
with its competitors here. The California Oil- 
fields is an English concern, controlled, it is 
said, by Balfour Guthrie interests. It began 
its operations in California in 1901, when 
the interests referred to purchased a section 
of land—640 acres—in the Coalinga field, on 
which two or three wells had been drilled, for 
$250,000 from W. M. Graham, one cf the 
pioneers in the Coalinga field. Every oil man 
in the State thought Mr. Graham got the upper 
hand of the Englishmen, but he had not. Other 
land was subsequently acquired, and Mr. Gra- 
ham was made the local representative of the 
company. He increased the holdings to 6,240 
acres—their present acreage—and brought the 
property to a high state of development, The 
company is capitalized at £500,000 and it 
has for years been paying from 30 to 40 per 
cent. in dividends. It is one of the best oil 
properties in California without any question. 
Only recently the company purchased 560 
acres near Bull’s Head Point, on San Francisco 
Bay, well located for the establishment of 
a refinery, which, in fact, it is said it was 
purchased for in the event the company could 
not make favorable terms with the Standard on 
a renewal of its contract for the company’s 
output, which the Standard had been buying. 
At the same time the company purchased 
this land it was stated that a right-of-way 
was being secured from the property at 
Coalinga to the bay for a pipe line, should the 
latter be desirable. 

At the Standard Oil Company's offices in 
this city those in charge assume to know little 
and care less about the operations of the Shell 
interests in California. 


Los Angeles City Field. 


The Los Angeles city field is still producing 
31,000 barrels of oil a month from 412 wells. 
This is a little more than 1,000 barrels a day, 
or about two and one-half barrels a day per 
well. The wells are mostly shallow, few be- 
ing more than 1,200 feet in depth. They are 
easily pumped by means of ‘‘jacks,’’ in some 
instances twenty or twenty-five wells being 
connected to one ‘‘jack.’" These wells are all 
within the city limits and are all that remain 
from a total of 2,700 wells that have been 
drilled in the field since its discovery in 1892, 
over twenty years ago. No drilling is now 
permitted within the city limits, and none 
has been done for five years, so it is only a 
question of a short time, comparatively, until 
they are all abandoned. As a matter of fact, 
even now the land through the oil belt is 
more valuable for building purposes than for 
oil, but as the owners are working on ‘‘velvet’’ 
they continue to operate them, 

The history of the field is unique, and it was 
here that a number of men whose names 
have since loomed large in the oil industry 
began their careers as California oil men. 
EK. L. Doheny and C. A. Canfield, who are 
now two of the largest men in the business 
and rated as multi-millionaires, sunk a shaft, 
after the manner of mining prospectors, on 
a town lot to which they had secured a lease 
in some way, because both of them were ‘‘flat 
broke.’’ They found a little oil and baled it 
out in buckets for some time. This ‘‘discov- 
ery’? caused great excitement and there was 
a rush to the city from all directions. From 
Ventura county, where the Union Oil Com- 
pany was then drilling for oil, came a _con- 
siderable number of drillers and rig builders, 
and soon every town lot that could be leased 
or bought from Buena Vista street to the old 
Baptist College on Commonwealth avenue, a 
distance of three miles in length and prob- 
ably a half mile in width, had been gobbled 
up and the boom was on. W. B. Scott and 
Wm. Loftus, two rig builders who had been 
working for the Union in the Sespi district, 
secured a few lots and began drilling. These 
men have since made immense fortunes in oil, 
and are still prominently identified with the 
business M. L. Whittier, one of the organ- 
izers and still a director of the Associated Oil 
Company, and T. A. O'Donnell, one of the big 
men in the American Petroleum and Califor- 
nia Petroleum Companies, were early in the 
Los Angeles field, as Well as the McCray 
Brothers, Mell Kellerman and the Clampett 
Brothers. 

The belt is a narrow one and distinctly de- 
fined. Almost every lot within the belt, many 
with dwellings on them, contained one or two 
wells. The front yards and the back yards 
looked alike to the oil men, and it was al- 
most possible to step from one derrick floor 
to another. The little homes that were sur- 
rounded with palms and rose bushes soon were 
spattered with the black, heavy oil, and the 
palms and rose bushes were chopped down 
to make way for the drilling rig. Even now 
oil wells and residences and palms and roses 
are seen in a conglomerate mass. 

The discovery of oil in Los Angeles no doubt 
saved the town and made Southern California. 
The town had not recovered from the collapse 
of the boom in 1887 and 1888. Fuel was the 
erying need of the country. Coal prices were 
almost prohibitive, and development was al- 
most impossible. Liquid fuel saved the day, 
and its value Was at once recognized. The 
Santa Fe Railroad began using oil for fuel 
as early as 1894. Even at that, when the 
production of the Los Angeles field reached 
3,000 barrels a day the market was glutted. 
This brought the price down from $1.25 per 
barrel to 30 cents, but it resulted in a larger 
use and soon the country began to pick up, 
and has gone forward ever since. The first 
well drilled in the Salt Lake field, which is a 
western extension of the local field, was 
brought in in 1901. This field at its high 
water mark produced nearly 400,000 barrels a 
month, but it also is declining now, and at 
present its output is only about 200,000 bar- 
rels a month. 

From present indications both these fields 
will produce in diminishing volume for years 


to come. 
Field Notes. 


There was a decline in the price of fuel oil 
in the Los Angeles market during the past 
week of 5 cents per barrel to the consumer. 
The cause of the cut is said to be due to the 
bringing of northern oj] to this market through 
the General Pipe Line Company’s lines, and 
confirms the prediction made some time ago 
to the same effect. 

The Midway Chief Oil Company has brought 
suit against W. R. Wheat for $43,559 claimed 
by it to have been expended on misrepresen- 
tions made by Wheat when the oil company 
paid $12,000 for a lease on forty acres of 
supposed oll land in the Sunset-Midway field. 
The claim is that Wheat represented the land 
as oil bearing, but had never been tested. 
The company put down a hole 3,126 feet at a 
cost of $20,000, and failed to strike oil. After 
work had been started it was learned that a 
hole had been drilled on the land several years 
ago to a depth of 2,000 feet without results 
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and the lease had been abandoned. This is 
the point on which the company has brought 
the suit, claiming that the land had _ been 
proven to be no good without their knowledge. 

An application was filed in the United States 
Court here Wednesday by Edmund Burke, a 
srockholder, asking that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the affairs of the 
Refining and Producing Company. He asks 
that the company’s property be sold and the 
proceeds be divided among the stockholders, 
The company is a $2,000,000 concern and owns 
considerable property, but has been doing 
practically nothing for two or three years. 
The most valuable asset is the $1,500,000 re- 
fining plant at Oilport, near San Luis Obispo. 
This refinery is connected with the Santa 
Maria oil field, 35 miles distant, with an 8- 
inch pipe line. Neither have been operated 
Since 1905, at which time the production of 
the Graciosa Oil Company, also owned by the 
big concern, fell off to about 200 barrels 
a day and made it unprofitable. 

An effort is being made to organize the 
small independent refiners in and near 10s 
Angeles on a basis similar to that on which 
the Independent Producers Agency is est 
lished. The present method of marketing their 
products in competition with not only the 
Standard and Union concerns, but with them- 
selves, is working havoc among them and it 
is said bankruptey is threatening several of 
these small concerns. The idea proposed is 
to pool their output and sell through one 
marketing agency, thereby eliminating the 
disastrous competition that has been going on 
for several months. 

Considerable mystery still surrounds the 
operations of the ‘Pacific Pipe Line Com 
pany,’’ a concern organized about a year ago 
ior the purpose, it was stated, of building 
a pipe line from the Sunset-Midway fields west 
to tidewater at Ventura. No actual work has 
been done yet, but occasionally some bit of 
news bobs up in connection with it. The latest 
is that a plot of 14 acres has just been bought 
on the ocean front at Ventura for a terminal 
site. The local representatives state that all 
rights of way have been secured and every- 
thing is in shape to begin actual construction 
work. Who is backing the project is not 
known. So far as learned the company is not 
trying to sell any stock and the opinion pre- 
vails that some interest that does not care to 
be known is behind the enterprise. Of course 
the Shell-Royal Dutch concern is credited with 
a hand in it, but this is mere conjecture, The 
company maintains an office in Los Angeles, 
but no office force. 

The Standard’s No. 10 on section 36-31-28 is 
etill doing in excess of 10,000 barrels a day. 
This section is the richest the bie concern has 
yet got hold of in California. The company's 
present output from the fourteen wells already 
drilled is about 30,000 barrels a day, almost 
half of its entire production in the State This 
640 acres was once held by a Bakersfield man 
and he offered the entire block for sale only 
a few years ago at $30 an acre, with no pur- 
chaser in sight The oil produced here is 25 
degrees in gravity and worth 59 cents per bar- 
rel, so it is seen the Standard is securing the 
equivalent of nearly one-half million dollars a 
month from this property. 

The North American Consolidated, which re 
cently secured from the Section Two Syndicate 
all of section 2-32-23 in the Sunset-Midway, 
will begin an active drilling campaign at once. 
Three rigs are now going up on this property 
and drilling will be commenced as soon as 
the machinery is installed. 

The company is one of the largest producers 
of heavy oil in this field and is a member of 
the Independent Agency, which fact, by the 
way, resulted in the failure to sell the entire 
holdings recently. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway is changing 
the locomotives on its western division from 
coal to oil burners and it is stated that with- 
in two years all the engines—sixty in number 
—will be burning liquid fuel. The economic 
reasons for the change are not only cheaper 
fuel for the railroad, but the elimination of 
forest fires caused by flying sparks when coal 
is used for fuel. 

The Belridge Oil Company completed two 
new wells last week on their property in the 
Belridge district that are averaging 600 bar- 
rels a day each. The company now has 75 
completed wells, with a total output of 6,000 
barrels a day. 

The Standard is drilling three wildcats about 
15 miles north of the McKittrick field and five 
miles west of the Belridge and all these are 
over 2,000 feet deep. They are located on sec- 
tiona 19, 23 and 25-28-21. Shortly after the 
Minor-Manuell strike several months ago the 
Standard secured extension holdings in this 
neighborhood and these wells are being put 
down to test the territory. No showing is re 
ported as yet. 

In the La Habra Valley the Amalgamated 
Oil Company on the Anaheim Union lease is 
in the sand in its No, 16 and 17 and the 
showing is good for two more big wells. The 
company is rapidly increasing its production 
here and it is due entirely to this property 
that the dividends have been recently in- 
creased The Standard on the Emery lease 
will finish up its No. 4 in a few days. Drill- 
ing haw been commenced on No 9 and two 
more rigs are going up. The company is run- 
ning five strings of tools. 

Cc. A. Canfield, one of the most prominent 
men in the oil business in California, died at 
his home in this city yesterday Mr. Can- 
field and E. L. Do 1y put down the dis 
covery well in the Los Angeles field and Mr 
Canfield opened up the Coalinga field. In 1892 
Mr. Canfield ‘‘did not have a cent.’’ To-day 
his estate is estimated at from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000, all made in oil. The Doheny-Can- 
field interests are among the largest of any 
concern in this State. 

For the six months ending June 30, the 
Standard Oil Company’s runs and shipments 
show that it drew on its stocks during that 
period to the extent of 2,470,005 barrels The 
total runs amounted to 13,718,605 barrels and 
the shipments totaled 16,188,610 barrels The 
previous six months showed the total runs to 
be 15,157,371 barrels and the shipments 11,906,- 
315 barrels, a difference of 3,251,056 barrels, 
which were placed in storage 




















GUSHER WELL IN KENTUCKY, 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 20, 1913 
Reports from the Cannel City pool, Morgan 
county, indicate the biggest strike yet made in 
that or any other pool of upper Kentucky when 
Kentuckians landed a gushing well outside the 
area proven by past operations. This well, 
which was drilled into the sand early in the 
week, - was. credited with a yield of from five 
to six hundred barrels daily The flow is con- 
tinuous and at first was difficult to control 
The sand was reached at the average depth, 
1,300 feet, and the location is about half a 
mile from any other venture. If this new 
strike, the best of the summer, continues up 
to expectations the results on the industry in 
Morgan and neigt 





xhboring counties will be felt 
in a still further widening of the area of de 
velopment Operations this summer have been 
puzzling to the trade because of failures in 
close proximity to big producers and several of 
the largest leaseholders have been going about 





the development of their holdings ‘:n a cautious 
manner, especially since drilling is an expen- 
sive proposition because of the nature of the 
country The new completion will inspire them 


with better confidence In addition to the fea 
ture strike, one failure and one small-sized 


producer are reported for the week from the 
Cannel City pool. In the area intervening be- 
tween the Cannel City field and the territory 
proven along Stillwell Creek, Wolfe county, 
some wildcatting has been under way. One 
completion this week was a failur On Still- 
well Creek one new producer is reported, yield- 
ing twenty barrels daily. Several new rigs 
have been planted in the Stillwell district, 
which has taken the place of the old Compton 
pool in point of interest, The latter district is 
the original deep sand field of upper Kentucky, 
and, while still furnishing a good production 
from old wells, has contained no new drilling 
for some time. 

In lower Kentucky generoys showers have 
filled the small streams and many rigs which 
were out of commission because of the pro- 
longed drouth are again at work. Wayne 
county operations, the most important in lower 
Kentucky, are increasing in scope, with a num- 
ber of new rigs located at Griffin and Mount 
Pisgah. No wells of large capacity have been 
drilled lately. The Griffin pool was the scene 
of two new strikes, averaging fifteen barrels 
each, while a well of ten barrels capacity is 
credited to the old Cooper pool. Drilling 
over old pools has been a feature of Wayne 
county operations this summer, and while the 
yield from these wells is not up to that of the 
original strikes few profitless ventures have 
been drilled. 

Smaller fields are showing the usual activity 
and the wildcat counties are attracting more 
attention, as is shown by many new locations 
for test work. The Lawrence county field, 
the only defined district in Northeastern Ken- 
tucky, is showing a few completions of small 
capacity, but no well above twenty barrels has 
ever been drilled in that field, the average 
being close to five barrels. In Barren county 
two new rigs are up on Beaver Creek. Around 
Hartford, Ohio county, several new rigs are 
in commission. 

Piping is being distributed through the 
mountains of Eastern Kentucky for the big 
gas pipe line which will bring gas from the 
West Virginia fields into Louisville and 
towns of Northern Kentucky. This line is 
being laid in many sections and it will be com- 
pleted by next February, constituting the 
largest natural gas undertaking in the State,

Spot stocks are being offered at $2.35, with 
shipments during the first half of next year at 
2.40 and with a prospect of an additional 
advance, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The tone with 
respect to sulphate of ammonia is also rather 
firmer, and the quotations on foreign from 
October forward have moved up to $3.08% 
Holders of supplies are showing no decided 
eagerness to force the market, and profess to 
believe that prices will stiffen when once the 
attention of the manufacturers of mixtures is 
again centered upon laying in stocks of 
crude materials. 

POTASH SALTS.—With the advent of the 
shipping season the attention of the manufac- 
turers of mixtures is to a large extent cen- 
tered upon the getting out of goods, so that 
the raw materials of all kinds are receiving 
comparatively little notice. Because of the 
prospects of a good season the holders of pot- 
ash salts are disposed to keep such stocks as 
they may have, at least until the possible or 
probable requirements are more clearly de- 
fined. Resales are not extensive at this time 
and the range of prices shows decided firm- 
ness. As for the quotations by the syndicate 
on materials, they are the same as the figures 
that have prevailed, and no change {is indi- 
cated.
